But these are the people who to a large extent get the 
benefit, through enhanced value of property and larger business activities, of the 
work done by others and paid for by others, while they stand in the background 
giving nothing in return for what they receive. If there ever was a pronounced 
case of “getting something for nothing”’ it is that of the property owner or the 
business man in a community who does not contribute to the publicity work of 
commercial organizations, but who gleefully shares in the prosperity which comes 
to his community by reason of that work. 


As presented in this issue the subject is bound to attract discussion, we 
think, in every commercial organization in the country. It will be debated pro and 
con, for a suggestion of this kind having once been made in the way it is presented 
in the Manufacturers Record today cannot be ignored. 


The Manufacturers Record unhesitatingly commends the proposition to 
the serious consideration of the people of every community in the country which 
has life enough to seek for larger life, and prosperity enough to desire greater 
prosperity.

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Shall Commercial Organizations Be Supported by Public Taxation? 


I“ every community there are two classes of people, the 
workers and the shirkers; the men of enterprise and ac- 
tivity who give of their mental and physical and financial 
sirength to the upbuilding of the community, and the shirk- 
ers who take no part in such work, contribute nothing men- 
tally, physically or financially to these activities, but who 
share in the prosperity or progress of the work done by 
others. 

In one class are to be found the burden-bearers, the up- 
builders, They are often men who reap far less individual 
profit from the growth thus developed than the burden- 
shirkers who contribute nothing, and of whom it is often 
said in many a town that their funeral would be an asset to 
the community. 


How shall this situation be met with fairness to every 
Shall the 
men who reap a harvest where they have not sown any 


property owner and to every business interest? 


activity be entirely free from all responsibility for doing 
their part in upbuilding work? Or shall every community 
find a way to make every man share in equal responsibility, 
financially to the extent of his ability or his property, for 
carrying on the upbuilding work of his town, city or state? 

Every commercial organization in the country has con- 
stantly had to face the difficulty of securing membership 
dues sufficient to carry on its work. Often the executive 
officers have to devote their time largely to raising the 
money for their own salaries or for the expenses connected 
with the operation of their organization. The energy which 
should be given to real constructive work is thus absorbed in 
money raising. These men are often discouraged, disheart- 
ened by the niggardly way in which their efforts are received 
by the burden-shirkers, Men of property which will be 
greatly advanced in value by the work of commercial organi- 
zations will sometimes refuse to contribute a dollar to their 
work. It is unfair to the burden-bearers, to the men who are 
willing to give of their time and energy and money to con- 
structive work for a community that the burden-shirkers 


should profit therefrom without contributing thereto. 


In a number of towns in the country, and especially in 
Florida, a study of this situation has brought forth a plan 
for supporting publicity commercial organizations by a 
tax on all property. In this way no burden-shirker, or real 
estate owner, or business man can avoid contributing some- 


thing to the welfare of his community. It seems to us to be 


the only fair way, when wisely devised and managed, for 
carrying on this kind of work. 

‘Some men will protest that taxes are already too high, 
but those who protest that way do not protest against the 
efforts of the live men in the community who spend their 
money and time in building up its business interests and 
increasing its wealth. 

Town building has become a distinct profession, and every 
town and city in the country is constantly seeking through 
the active forces of the community to enlarge its population, 
to develop its industries, to increase its mercantile business, 
to draw new people and money; and for this purpose com- 
mercial organizations are formed as an expression of the 
community’s desire for advancement. But these organiza- 
tions are constantly hampered in their work by the lack of 
money and by the lack of cooperation on the part of the 
burden-shirkers. 

In Florida, and perhaps in other places, the support of 
such organizations by a state or municipal tax has met we 
believe with universal favor wherever it has been tested. It 
seems to us to be the only fair way for carrying on such 
work; for only in this way can the burden-shirkers be 
reached for the good of the community, while sharing in 
its progress. 

In this issue the advantage of the support of commercial 
organizations and advertising campaigns for town and city 
upbuilding—-and the same is true as to states—is strongly 
presented by Willis B. Powell, Secretary of the Lake County 
Chamber of Commerce of Florida. The results achieved 
wherever the method has been applied, so far as Mr. Powell 
has been able to learn, have been extremely satisfactory ; 
and those who scoffed at these propositions at the begin- 
ning have learned to heartily applaud the work. 

Comparatively few towns and cities have considered this 
phase of their work and, therefore, this editorial endorse- 
ment of it will probably come as a rather startling suggestion. 
But we believe that most of the active members in all of the 
commercial organizations in the country which are really 
trying to do something for their communities, will imme- 
diately recognize the justice and wisdom of the plan out- 
lined. 

We would like to see every commercial or publicity organi- 
zation in the country take up this subject for discussion and 
present the arguments advanced by Mr. Powell with a state- 
ment of results achieved which he gives in detail, and thus 
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awaken a national interest in this vitally important ques- 
tion. The burden-shirkers, and the mossbacks, who glory in 
seeing their business increase and the value of their real 
estate doubled and quadrupled by the growth of their towns, 
but who are unwilling to contribute to the organizations 
whose work brings these results, can in this way be made to 
do their duty by their community, and in no other way 
can they be reached. 
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PRESIDENT VAUCLAIN OF BALDWIN LOCO- 
MOTIVE WORKS DOES NOT WANT TO 
RUN “SIDE SHOWS.” 


NE of the brainiest and most level headed business men 
O in America is Samuel M. Vauclain, president of the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works. When others were skeptical 
about Central Europe, he traveled through various coun- 
tries and traded his locomotives for their products, and 
learned at first hand inside knowledge of the ins and outs 
of European politics and business, 

Commenting on the Bok peace plan scheme, Mr. Vauclain 
said: 

“If Mr. Bok wants to run a side show, that’s all right, 
but I don’t want to be in on it,’ when asked his reason 
for declining to be Chairman of the Philadelphia Citizens’ 
Committee on the Bok peace award, according to a dispatch 
to the New York Times. 

Mayor Moore recently offered to Mr. Vauclain the leading 
Trost on the committee, which is to conduct the referendum 
vote on the plan selected for the Bok prize. 

Mr. Vauclain wrote back, declining with thanks, and say- 
ing that his business “is to make locomotives, not run shows.” 
He added that he was satisfied to let the people who are 
elected to the jobs run the Government. 

“That is what I wrote,” Mr. Vauclain said, “and it is 
what I believe. We have one of the finest and most able 
Secretaries of State in Mr. Hughes this country has ever 
had. Calvin Coolidge is one of the brainiest men who ever 
sat in the President’s chair. I’ve known him for years. I 
knew him long before he was Vice President, and I knew 
he was a man of brains, big brains, years ago. 

“Now, I have been in a great many countries during the 
last five years. I happen to know as well as Mr. Hughes does, 
that we cannot recognize the Russian Government. 

“But it is not my job to go down to Washington and tell 
Mr. Hughes what to do. He knows what to do, and there 
Are a great many more like him running our Government. 
They are running it because they know how. The more I see 
of them the more I am convinced that we have at the 
helm and running the ship men of capacity, brains, conscience 
and patriotism. 

“They are trying to do all the time what is best for the 
country. They are like some Board of Directors I am ac- 
quainted with. Those men are not self-centred. They are 
working hard all the time to do the best things they can for 
the business in which they are interested. 

“T have nothing against Mr. Bok. but I do not want to be 
drawn into running side shows.” 
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HOW WALL STREET CALLS THE LAMBS. 


General Wood’s son’s flyer in Wall Street proves at least 
that some times some outsider wins. It was popularly sup- 
posed that Wall Street was effectually protected against 
accidents of that sort.—Mobile Register. 

Does not the Mobile Register know that the widely her- 
alded Wall Street winnings by young Wood is worth many 
millions of dollars to Wall Street? His winnings have been 
played up for all they are worth. Wall Street speculators, 





eager to gather in the lambs for shearing could not have 
secured as much publicity to draw the lambs toward the 
shearing field by the expenditure of tens of millions of 
dollars, as they have by playing up the winnings of young 
Wood, whether the report as to the amount of his winnings 
be true or not. 

A stock broker who does a large business in Wall Street, 
as well as elsewhere, sometime ago stated that in all of his 
experience he had never known a persistent stock speculator 
who did not go broke in the end. Some men, said he, make 
Winnings and have sense enough to draw out, but most men 
who make winnings keep on at the game and eventually 
lose everything, while some who lose at the start, plunge to 
their ruin by trying to win back their losses. 

The man who plays the cotton market or the stock market 
may, perhaps, sometimes make big earnings, but these specu- 
lators who feed their money into the maw of the cotton and 
stock gambling centers of the world, usually go broke. Each 
man thinks that he can beat the game, but nine times out of 
ten, the game beats him in the end. 
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IMPORTS SHOW GAIN OF $676,135,000 WHILE 


EXPORTS INCREASE BUT $333,053,000. 


RELIMINARY figures issued by the Department of Com- 
P merce show that the total value of exports of merchan- 
dise for the twelve months ended December, 1923, was $4,- 
164,831,132. This is an increase of $333,053,663 as compared 
with the total value of exports, amounting to $3,831,777,469, 
for the twelve months of 1922. 

The increase in value of imports in 1923 compared with 
3922 amounted to $676,135,382. The total value of imports 
of merchandise in 1923 was $3,788,882,215, and in 1922 our 
total imports were valued at $3,112,746,838. 

The excess of exports over imports in 1923 amounted to 
$375,948,917, compared with $719,030,686, the excess of ex- 
ports over imports in 1922. 

In 1923 the value of our exports of gold amounted to $28,- 
643.417 and silver $72,468,789 as compared with $36,874,894 
of gold and $62,807,286 of silver in 1922. 

Imports of gold in 1923 amounted to $322,715,812 and silver 
$74,453,530. In 1922 importations of gold amounted to $275,- 
169.785 and silver imports were valued at $70,806,653. 

While export gold values in 1923 were $8,231,477 less than 
in 1922, our imports of gold during this period increased 
847,546,027. Silver exports increased $9,661,593 in 1923 com- 
pared with 1922 while silver imports increased but $3,646,- 
S77. 





The excess of imports over exports of gold and silver in 
1923 was $296,057,136 compared with $246,294,258 during 
the corresponding period of 1922.

David R. Francis, Ambassador to Russia, Denounces 
Through the Manufacturers Record Efforts to 
Recognize Soviet Government. 


IN LETTER TO SENATOR BORAH NEVER BEFORE PUBLISHED, MR. FRANCIS PRESENTS HIS 
VIEWS OF BOLSHEVISTS AND TELLS OF MURDER AT ONE TIME OF 2600 PRIESTS. 


 gigonsot no other man in the United States is by 
experience and diplomatic training, ability and integrity, 
in so good a position to measure the situation in Russia as 
our former Ambassador, David R. Francis. 

Mr. Francis is one of the great business leaders of the 
West. He was Governor of Missouri, Secretary of Interior 
under President Cleveland, and was appointed as Ambassa- 
dor to Russia by President Wilson. He was in Russia during 
the strenuous days of the revolution, and every man who 
reads his book “Russia From the American Embassy” on his 
experience there—and every American citizen ought to read 
it—will have a still greater insight into the character and 
backbone of Mr. Francis; for without in the slightest at- 
tempting to over emphazise his own efforts to stay the 
bolshevistic rule, he does tell with great force of the time 
when he had to stand, pistol in hand, with some of the 
attendants of the American Embassy to safeguard the Em- 
bassy and the people who were in it against the wild anarchis- 
tic element that swept over Russia. 

Mr. Francis is now in the South and in reply to an in- 
quiry from the editor of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD as to 
his views on the present situation he gives us copy of a letter 
which has never been published, which he wrote on April 7, 
1923, to Senator Borah, as expressing his views then and his 
views at the present time in regard to Russia. That letter 
is as follows: 

Senator W. E. Borah, 

United States Senate, 

Washington, D. C. 
My dear Senator: 

I see you advise the United States to recognize the Bol- 
shevik-Soviet Government of Russia. 

Do you realize that not more than ten per cent of the 
Russian people are in favor of that government? You ask 
what established that government in power over the Russian 
people: they promised to give the land to the peasants, and 
when they got a majority of the people back of them, they 
nationalized the land, that is they said it belonged to the 
state, and the peasants should pay rent for it. Now, if 
there is anything that the Russian peasant is attached to it 
is land; they care more for their land than they do for 
their institutions, and they can live under any form of 
government if they can claim ownership in the land. I was 
in Russia when this took place. 

Do you ask why they have been so long able to maintain 
themselves? It was because they suspected that the lands 
would be restored to the barons, if Kolchak, Denikin or 
Wrangle should be successful, or that France or England or 
Italy would make Russia a colony; they had no such fears 
of America. The Bolsheviks encouraged them in such 
suspicions and fears. They felt a pardonable pride in the 
bigness of Russia. As soon as I recommended the recog- 
nition of the government of Prince Lvoff and Meliukoff, I 
was authorized to recognize it, but I never recommended the 
recognition of the Bolshevik Soviet Government. On the 


other hand, .I always urged that we should not recognize 
them. You ask why I did this, I will tell you. 

I always maintained that Lenin was a German agent. 
He came through Germany when he first came to Russia, 
and the German General Hoffman admitted that the German 
Government sent Lenin into Russia to withdraw Russia from 
the World War in an interview soon -fter the armistice, 
which he tried to repudiate later, but the reporter who took 
the interview made him sign it as a correct résumé of what 
he had said. 


So strong was I in the conviction that Lenin was an agent 
of the German Government, that I sent a recommendation 
to my government under date of May 2, 1918, from Vologda, 
Russia, where I had gone away from the Germans, who 
were but 40 miles out of Petrograd when I left there. 

You told me when I met you at the Gridiron Dinner in 
December, ’22, that you had been reading my book, “Russia 
from the American Embassy.” It gave my reasons for 
recommending the deposition of the Bolshevik-Soviet Govern- 
ment. Let me say, I am of the same opinion still, and if I 
could have remained longer in Russia, I would have deposed 
the Bolshevik-Soviet Government of Russia, but I was afflicted 
with an enlarged prostate, requiring a major surgical opera- 
tion, which five surgeons whom I called in at Archangel re- 
fused to perform. I went to Archangel after the Bolsheviks 
drove me from Vologda. 

How a man as intelligent as you are and as patriotic can 
advise our government to recognize the Bolshevik-Soviet 
Government of Rusia, I am at a loss to account for, I should 
think that the Communist policy of being antagonistic to all 
organized governments everywhere would make you against 
their recognition. I have said that the horrors of the 
French Revolution pale into moderation when compared with 
Bolshevik rule in Russia. When the United States Minister 
to Finland stopped off to see me in St. Louis, he told me 
that 2600 priests of the Russian Church were murdered in 
one day because they protested against the nationalizing of 
their church property, and when the Metropolitan, which is 
the name of the head of the Greek or Russian Church, asked 
for mercy for his priests, they put him to death. Also when 
the Pope asked for the sparing of the Metropolitan’s life, his 
request was ignored. The Archbishop of the Catholic Church, 
condemned by a mock trial, was sentenced to be shot, but 
sentence was commuted to ten years imprisonment, but the 
Vicar General was shot. 

When I returned to America in 1919, in February, with 
President Wilson on the Steamer George Washington, I 
requested him to let me go back to Petrograd with 50,000 
United States soldiers in the regular army. I told him that 
England and France would send a like number, and Italy 
20,000, that that would make an abundance at that time. I 
furthermore told him that I, as Dean of the Diplomatic 
Corps, would issue a proclamation to the Russian people 
saying we had not come back for the purpose of interfering 
in their domestic affairs, but to protect our respective em- 
bassies, and incidentally to see that the Russians should 
have a free election and a fair count, to choose members of 
a Constitutent Assembly, which would select the form of 
government preferred by the majority. You may say that 
I well knew they would vote against the Bolshevik-Soviet 
form of government. You may be right, but what justice 
is there in compelling people to live under the government 
which they despise? But, I must tell vou what reply Presi- 
dent Wilson made to me. He said that he had heard of 
my proposition before I had told him of it, and that he 
had told Lloyd George and Clemenceau of it, and they both 
said if they should order the soldiers to go to Russia, they 
would mutiny. I replied I did not believe they would mutiny. 
I furthermore said that I was willing to go with only 100,000 
soldiers. I urged that you eould not have quiet prevailing 
in Europe with chaos prevailing in Russia, and have said 
that in many speeches I have made since returning. I 
think the state of affairs now prevailing in Europe justifies 
this prediction.

In sending to us a copy of this letter to Senator Borah, 
and referring to some statements lately made by Raymond 
Robbins, Mr. Francis said: 

“T differ from Raymond Robbins on most subjects. I 
differ from him in thinking we ought to recognize the Bol- 
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shevik-Soviets of Russia, unless she complies with three 
things: 

“1. To stop propagandizing in an attempt to overthrow 
all regularly established governments in the world, ours 
included. 

“2. To pay the governments, ours also included, every 
cent with interest. I recommended openly that the Kerensky 
regime be upheld, a position of which I am not ashamed, for 
it was on the condition that Russia remain in the war. 


“8. To make restitution to all the citizens of other coun- 
tries, as. well as ours, who had been encouraged to go into 
Russia, including the New York Life Insurance Company, 
the Singer Company, the International Harvester Company, 
and many others.” 

In his personal letter, referring to these matters, Mr. 
Francis says: 

“Do not forget the 2600 priests of the Russian Church 
murdered in one day because they protested against the 
nationalizing of their church property.” Ah, who can ever 
forget that, as one of the myriad atrocities committed by the 
Bolshevists of Russia! 

When Ambassador Francis, driven out of Russia by the 
Bolshevists, came home, he wrote the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
a lengthy letter setting forth some of the conditions which 
existed in St. Petersburg, or Petrograd, when the Bolshevists 
captured control of Russia. 

He stated that immediately after the revolution by which 
the Bolshevists came into power, some of the leading bankers 
of St. Petersburg came to him at night secretly, and told him 
that they had been commanded under danger of punishment 
if they refused, to cable to their American bank corre- 
spondents to pay out money which they had on deposit in 
this country to various persons whose names were given. 
“We dare not refuse to send these messages in our own 
code,” said these bankers, “but knowing that the men to 
whom the money is to be paid are bolshevistic agents, work- 
ing to develop bolshevism in America, we wish you would 
cable to the United States Government in your secret code 
asking that steps be taken to prevent the bankers honoring 
the ‘cables which we are compelled to send.” 

Mr. Francis complied witk this request, and when he 
came home he went to Washington to find out whether his 
cable had been delivered or not, and learned that it had not 
been received until a considerable amount of the money of 
Russian banks then deposited in American banks had been 
paid out to these bolshevistic agents. 

Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, the great publicist and eminent 
divine, has repeatedly stated and published that when Trot- 
sky left this country—for he had been living as a socialist 
on the East Side of New York for years—he called together 
several hundred of his followers, and in what he thought 
was a secret meeting, but which was attended by the Secret 
Service men of the British and American Governments, he 
closed his speech with this statement: 

“J want you men to stay in this country and bring on one 
revolution after another, until you overthrow this dirty, 
rotten American government, while I go to Russia and over- 
throw that country and stop its war against Germany.” 

Dr. Hillis has also published, and his statements have 
never been questioned as to accuracy, that Lenine was then 
in Switzerland, and that an arrangement was made by the 
German Government by which Lenine and his immediate 
followers were guaranteed safe transit in a special train 
across Germany to meet Trotsky when he landed in Russia. 

There was widely distributed throughout this country 
several years ago a circular issued by the bolshevists in 
which they said: 

“To hell with all governments; all churches; all syna- 
gogues! We are Atheists! We are Anarchists!” 


The whole history of the activities of the bolshevists in 
Russia since the revolution by which Trotsky and Lenine 
gained power, has been a literal fulfillment of this bolshevis- 
tic cry against governments, against churches and against 
religion. Some months ago these people dragged through 
the streets of Moscow what they claimed to be an image of 
God, and burned it in effigy to show their contempt of God. 
They are teaching in their schools the denial of God, and 
in every way possible trying to break down any belief in a 
Deity. 

In reply to Mr. Francis’ letter, Senator Borah wrote as 
follows: 


“I am not going to enter upon a discussion of this sub- 
ject with you, indeed, it would be impossible almost to so 
by letter. I can only say, with the greatest respect for 
you and your opinions, I am wholly unable to agree witth 
you as to what our policy should be toward the present 
government of Russia. I think the policy of the Allies to- 
ward Russia since the close of the war has been unwise in 
the extreme, almost fatuous. And at the same time I do 
not believe in communism any more than you do and I do 
not condone in the least the cruelties which have grown 
out of the revolution. But I do believe that there was a 
part which we could have played upon a sane and just 
basis, and which we can play now, which would inure to 
the benefit of the Russian people and to the amelioration of 
the condition which there exists.” 


Between the judgment of Ambassador Francis and that 
of Senator Borah, patriotic Americans will have no difficulty 
in deciding in favor of the former. 


As Senator Borah’s reply was not received by Mr. Francis, 
he made an inquiry on January 2, of this year, to see if 
Senator Borah had ever gotten his letter, or replied to it; 
and under date of January 9, Senator Borah said: 


“T presume from your letter of January 2 that you did 
not receive my letter of April 24; but that shows that our 
Post Office affairs here are pretty nearly as bad as in Russia.” 

That last sentence would seen to stamp upon all Senator 
Borah’s statements an unreliability equally as great as that 
which puts the Post Office system of this country upon the 
level of Russia’s when as a matter of fact every intelligent 
man knows that though our Post Office has but inadequate 
appropriations, it is marvelously well-managed; and of the 
billions of letters committed to its care comparatively few 
ever go astray. It is, indeed, something of a miracle that 
what has been called the “biggest business in the world— 
the United States Post Office Service”—is so superbly handled 
with so few letters lost. And yet Senator Borah because 
one letter of his seems to have failed of delivery, classes 
our Post Office affairs here “as pretty nearly as bad as in 
Russia.” 

In giving to the public for the first time since shortly after 
his return from Russia the views of former Ambassador 
Francis, and coming at this critical time when a tremendous 
effort is being made to force this Government to recognize 
_the Soviets, the MANUFACTURERS ReEcoRD is, we believe, ren- 
dering a distinct service to the country. 

Mr. Francis Ralston Welsh of Philadelphia, who for years 
has devoted much of his time to the study of the whole 
Socialistic program in this country and abroad, in a letter to 
the MANUFACTURERS’ REcorD writes in regard the Russian 
situation : , 

“The masses are absolutely dictated to by a group of one 
hundred and fifty men under Lenin, Trotsky and Zinoviev, 
and probably if fifty of these were exterminated the whole 
fabric would fall and the people of Russia would be able to 
elect the crown government. At present it is a military 
autocracy of the worst type, which has been supported by 
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murder, wholesale robbery, and crime of 
every kind, 

“There is one thing that I do not see brought out and 
that is that the peasants of Russia could not formerly be ex- 
propriated. No matter what personal property of theirs could 
be sold for debt they could not be put off the land. They 
were considered to have hereditary rights to reside there 
and while they were charged rent it was generally a share 
of the produce. They could not be turned out of their homes. 
This side of the thing and many other ameliorating cir- 
cumstances have never been brought out. 

“Another interesting thing is that the anarchist, Alex- 
ander Berkman, was very much in favor of the Bolsheviki 
until he was deported to Russia. When he reached home 
he stated that Lenin and Trotsky were worse grafters than 
the Czar’s crowd, and Emma Goldman has recently written 
a book in which she shows up the hypocrisy and mendacity 
of the whole Bolsheviki Government. There is no doubt that 
the Czar’s government was pretty rotten, but there can be 
equally no doubt that the rottenest government the Russians 
ever had is that of the Bolsheviki.”

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AUTOMOBILE TRAFFIC FOR RAILROADS A 
STRONG FACTOR IN RAILROAD BUSINESS. 
pape executives have sometimes complained that 





the development of the automobile and automobile truck 
business has curtailed the volume of their traffic and made 
the automobile a serious competitor of the railroads. Some 
months ago, the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD suggested that the 
railroad traffic created by the automobile industry prob- 
ably brought to the railroads a greater revenue than they 
liave lost by reason of automobile travelling and motor 
truck freight traffic. 
National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, would seem to

Some figures recently issued by the 


indicate that this view is reasonable. 
reports that during 1923, the railroads handled 750,000 car- 
loads of automobiles and parts, receiving as freight an ap- 
proximate revenue of $200,000,000. 

This, however, is only a portion of the freight business 
created by the automobile industry. Every ton of material, 
of iron, and steel, aluminum, wood and cotton which has 


gone into the manufacture of these automobiles has been . 


handled by the railroads. The volume of freight on the raw 


materials has been very much greater than the volume of 
freight in handling the completed automobile. 
A recent estimate is that Ford will this year use two mil- 


lion tons of steel. Every ton of steel used by him and other 


automobile manufacturers means many tons of iron ore, 
limestone and coke, and back of all of that is the product 


of the machinery, the furnaces and the steel mills which 
produce the steel, and back of all of this machinery and 
these great plants, is the handling of the iron ore and the 
coal and the limestone which went into its creation. 

The figures of 750,000 carloads of finished cars and parts 
Landled by the railroads last year, is but a fraction of the 
volume of freight traffic created by this industry. When 
we begin to consider the ramifications of the whole scheme, 
from the mining of the ore, the coal, and the limestone 
all handled by railroads, and the building of the great 
plants and their equipment, all handled by the railroads, it 
is difficult to grasp the vastness of the freight traffic created 
by the automobile industry. Moreover, the automobiles 
have themselves developed increased activity in all lines of 
business and the railroads have directly, or indirectly, 


shared in every benefit which has come to the country 
through this industry. ‘ 

To some extent, the automobile passenger traffic and the 
motor truck for freight have supplemented, not supplanted 
railroads. The automobile travel of the country has re- 
quired the building of vast tourist hotels, involving the ex- 
penditure of hundreds of millions of dollars, and every 
piece of material that went into their construction and in 
the furnishings, had to be handled first in the shape of raw 
material and then in the form of a finished product by the 
railroads. 

If railroad executives are wise, they will recognize that 
the development of business brought into existence by the 
automobile industry is already proving of great value to 
them, and more and more will become a factor in the growth 
of railroad traffic and, indeed, to the traffic thus created is 
due much of the phenomenal freight business of railroads 
during the past year.

MONTGOMERY TURNS TO INDUSTRIAL 


DEVELOPMENT. 


M R. W. F. BLACK, General Secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Montgomery, Ala., in a letter to the 
MANUFACTURERS RECORD sayS: 

“We recall the many kind expressions which you have given 
to us in this section and are keenly appreciative of the 
articles, which have been of material benefit in our various 
activities. 

“Within the year Montgomery has been fortunate in that 
the Alabama Power Company, one of the most extensive 
hydro-electric corporations in the country, has taken over the 
two electric concerns here in Montgomery, and we are now in 
position to offer to industries absolutely unlimited electric 
energy. With this newly acquired advantage Montgomery 
now has a well rounded system of facilities, which should 
strongly appeal to industries of all kinds. : 

“We recently held our annual meeting and the theme was 
that of industrial development. The meeting was well at- 
tended. We had some outstanding industrialists on the 
program and our people are thoroughly sold on the idea of 
concentrating more specifically than heretofore along the 
lines of interesting capital in industrial pursuits. 

“We have the hearty cooperation of the Alabama Power 
Company, Montgomery being destined to occupy the position 
as a probable point of distribution for the output of many 
large hydro-electric plants, which are being constructed on 
the Coosa and Tallapoosa Rivers just north and east of this 
city. 

“The Birmingham News, one of the strongest papers in the 
Southeast, has taken over the Montgomery Advertiser, and 
Mr. Victor H. Hanson, whom you doubtless know, was on our 
program and made a most convincing talk. We have the co- 
operation of not only the Advertiser but of our other local 
papers in this undertaking, which will accentuate our effort 
during the coming year. 

“We believe we can adequately finance an industrial depart- 
ment now that our people are in a receptive mood to assist 
us in this important endeavor. 

“The idea of the committee is to get in touch with some 
man of vision, who has had some experience along industrial 
lines, probably a man of engineering experience, and cer- 
tainly with a personality which will enable him to get the 
ear of the heads of concerns who are looking Southward as 
fertile field for possible expansion of the particular indus- 
tries they may represent. 

“It has occurred to the writer that probably you might give 
us a suggestion as to some man with whom we could corre- 
spond who would satisfactorily fill the position we have in 
mind.”

N 1889 Charles H. Grasty, then twenty-six years of age 

I left his place as managing editor of the Kansas City 
Times, a position which he had held for several years, to 
become business manager of the MANUFACTURERS IREcoRD. 
In coming to this paper he stated that he had never seen a 
paper in which he could not find ways to better handle its 
business methods as well as its news features and to reduce 
its expenses. His work was entirely satisfactory to us, but 
at the end of twelve months in a spirit of conscientiousness 
worthy of emulation Mr. Grasty tendered his resignation 
though he had no other position in sight and was then en- 
tirely dependent upon his salary, stating that he had not 
found any way in which he could improve the methods 
which prevailed in this office. The resignation was refused 
with the statement that we were entirely satisfied with his 
work. 
7 During this first twelve months’ period a contract was 
offered to the publishers, the schedule price of which was 
$1500, and the advertiser trying to break down that prin- 
ciple of a uniform price for everybody which we had es- 
tablished offered $1495 and refused to budge from that. We 
turned it down flatly, and Mr. Grasty said that that was 
an entirely new experience in his newspaper work and later 
on when he returned to daily newspaper life he often 
mentioned that as one of the guiding principles which he 
adopted ever afterwards. 

After about eighteen months of work eminently satisfae- 
tory to us, Mr. Grasty’s heart again turned with longing 
toward the daily newspaper field and he strongly urged the 
editor of this paper to join him in purchasing or establishing 
a daily paper. Preferring the work in which we were en- 
gaged we refused but promised any cooperation that could be 
given toward assisting him in his effort to secure control 
of a daily paper. At that time the Baltimore News was for 
sale. Mr. Grasty sought to enlist former Governor E. FE. 
Jackson,, a very wealthy man, and one who was greatly in- 
terested in everything which looked to the upbuilding of 
Maryland and also in Maryland politics. Governor Jackson 
made an engagement to go over the whole situation with Mr. 
yrasty, and the writer was asked to take part in the con- 
ference for any possible advice that could be offered to 
either side. Finally Governor Jackson agreed to provide the 
necessary money if the paper could be purchased on a 
satisfactory basis, and showing the spirit of absolute inde- 
pendence which he maintained through the balance of his 
life Mr. Grasty who was very eager to purchase the News 
and eager to secure Governor Jackson’s cooperation neverthe- 
less said: “Mr. Jackson, it must be distinctly understood, 
and Mr. Edmonds is our joint witness, that if you furnish 
the capital for this enterprise you will have absolutely no say 
whatever in the management of it either from the editorial 
of the business point of view. You are largely interested in 
the political affairs of the state but if I am to manage the 
News it will be absolutely independent in politics and though 
you may provide all the money for its purchase it is to be 
understood in advance that you are to have no say in con- 
trolling or influencing its policy.” 


And Mr. Grasty meant it fully and Governor Jackson 


agreed fully with that policy. And through all his career 
in the publication of the Baltimore News and later of the 
Baltimore Sun Mr. Grasty maintained, so far as our ex- 
perience of an intimate acquaintanceship with him = goes, 
that undeviating policy of being absolutely independent of 
any financial or political influence or even of personal friend- 
ship which could be brought to bear. 

The deal for the News at that time failed, and later on 
Governor Jackson having given up his interest in the matter, 
other Baltimore capitalists joined Mr. Grasty in the pur- 
chase, and so strong was their faith in him and in the 
integrity of his purpose that they continued to back him 
financially though for sixteen years he turned back into the 
improvement of the property, the purchase of new equipment, 
nnd the erection of a new building, every dollar of profits. 
Under his management the News became one of the out- 
standing independent papers of the country. It fought rotten 
politics to the point of danger to the very life of Mr. 
Grasty. He never wavered, regardless of the influences that 
were brought to bear to induce him to stop some of his ag- 
gressive tremendous fight for honesty in polities in Balti- 
more. 

After sixteen years of building up the News, Mr. Grasty 
received a flattering offer from Frank Munsey for it, and 
the News was sold at a profit which gave him a comfortable 
fortune and gave to the financial people who had backed 
him a very large profit on their investment, more than mak- 
ing up for the lack of dividends for sixteen years. Re- 
tiring from the ownership of the News he became interested 
for a brief time in the part ownership of a St. Paul paper, 
but the West did not appeal to him. Its ways he said were 
unlike the ways of the East and the South and he returned 
to Baltimore and bought the Baltimore Sun from which after 
a few years he retired, but his energy could not be con- 
tent outside of the newspaper field and so he joined the New 
York Times first as treasurer and afterwards as a_ special 
correspondent of high rank during the war period, and up 
to the time of his death. 

Many of the dispatches which Mr. Grasty sent from Europe 
during the war startled this country as they did England 
but in every case he was proven to be correct. The first real 
awakening that America had in regard to the extent of the 
damage by submarines in destroying British ships was given 
in a dispatch from Mr. Grasty to the New York Times. The 
figures were so far and away beyond anything that had been 
admitted by the English Government that both in this coun- 
try and immediately in England they were attacked. Know- 
ing Mr. Grasty’s accuracy in statistical statements the 
writer cabled congratulating him upon giving such a full 
report and telling him of what a sensation his figures had 
made, Though many oflicial denials were made for a few 
days, the English Government at last had to admit that the 
figures given by Mr. Grasty were correct and in giving these 
figures he aroused both countries to the tremendous danger 
of loss of the war. 


Very early in life Mr. Grasty went to work to help to main- 
tain his family, his father, a Presbyterian minister we be- 
lieve, having died. His years in schooling were limited. but by 
constant study and close application he became a widely in- 
formed man and few, even the most learned ,would ever have 
suspected that he was not a college graduate. Born in Vir- 
ginia in 1863 he like many other boys of that period of 
poverty in the South had to work as few boys work today. 
It was a case of “root hog or die’ and he rooted and he 
lived, and he made an international reputation for himself as 
one of the greatest independent newspapermen of the world. 

As we recount the death of one and another of the men 
who thirty to forty years ago were in one way or another 
identified with the work of the MANuracTuRERS ReEcorD and 
the development of the South we realize that the “old guard 
dies, but the work goes on forever.” 
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THE BOK PEACE PLAN AN UNWORTHY 
SCHEME. 


N the first editorial of the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD on the 

Bok Peace Plan award we stated that the committee which 
made this award did not in our opinion represent the best 
interests or sentiment of the country. The more that com- 
mittee is studied the more thoroughly one will be convinced 
of that. Moreover, Elihu Root has been reported ill for 
months. Is it possible to imagine that any ill man could 
have read 22,000 manuscripts? If he did not read them, 
who read them and decided for Mr. Root which one he should 
Mr. Root has not usually been a man ready to sign a 
statement as a legal adviser until he had fully understood the 
merits of it, and we are wondering just how he and the others 
managed to read over 22,000 essays in the comparatively 
brief time permitted for consideration. 

We cannot believe that the American people would want 
to depend very largely, in the guidance of their foreign 
affairs, upon Mr. House, who is not we think a safe leader 
for the country; and as to the other members of the com- 
mittee, surely they are not people who as a whole would be 
acceptable guides for the direction of their affairs by the 
people of this country. 

If the plan which won the $50,000 prize, (for it is quite 
certain the other $50,000 will never have to be paid), was 
indeed the best of the 22,000 submitted, then the American 
people will be forced to believe that serious minded men 
either regarded the whole thing as a joke and paid no atten- 
tion to it, or else that the 22,000 who submitted essays on 
the subject were men of exceedingly small calibre.

As stated recently, some of the plans submitted have been 
furnished in duplicate to the. MANUFACTURERS REcoRD. We 
could not favor what they proposed, but certainly they indi- 
cated far deeper and broader thinking than the school-boyish 
proposition whieh received the commendation of the com- 
mittee. The personal bias of most of the men of the com- 
mittee is generally known. Of some of them it may be said, 
like it can be said of many good men in America, that their 
spectacles are clouded when it comes to looking at any inter- 
national matter. However, Mr. Bok and his advisers had a 
right to select whom they preferred to express their will. 

There is, however, a limit beyond which private citizens 
should not go without arousing careful inquiry as to the 
motives in the case and the influence back of them, and one 
of these times is when the private citizen tries to demand a 
plebiscite for the purpose of influencing Congress to take 
action on matters of such grave moment as a foreign treaty. 
This would necessarily lead to the inquiry as to the com- 
petency, as agents of the country, of the body of men giving 
the award, when they are put forward in the capacity as 
public agents in so grave a ease as taking a referendum vote. 

It would also lead one to ask why so great a sum of money 
should have been spent in order to obtain a verdict which 
at once is accepted by the man providing the funds, to be 
offered to Congress as an expression of the opinion of the 
American people when the American people have already 
recorded their vote on the League of Nations proposition. 

It is quite possible that the Pacifists of the country, and the 
sentimentalists who never stop to think, will freely vote in 
favor of the Bok Peace Plan merely because it comes to them 
as though it really meant peace. On the other hand, the 
people who feel that this question has been settled once and 
for all, will not take the trouble to vote. In no sense, there- 
fore, will this vote be a true expression of American opinion, 
and though it will be paraded before Congress as a mandate 
from the voters of the United States it will not in any sense 
whatever represent the serious thought of the people of this 
country. 

That the sentimentalists and Pacifists and the cranks gen-

erally will vote for it is certain, and comparatively few 


Opponents will take the trouble to stop and vote against it, 


unless some organized effort should be made to that end. 
The vote will be heralded as a victory for the Bok peace 
scheme, and Mr. Bok will get a great deal of free advertising, 
and the man who gets $50,000 for little or nothing will be 
paraded throughout the country and his picture scattered 
over the land as though he had done a great deed; when as 
a matter of fact his achievement does not rise above the rank 
of what some high school boy could easily have done, if any 
high school boy had been’so bereft of reason as to think that 
so silly a proposition could by any possibility win the com- 
mendation of the committee. 

That large international banking interests will push the 
propaganda for this scheme goes without saying. Mr. Root 
and Mr. House are themselves very close to many of the 
world’s great banking powers. 

The Chicago Tribune discussing this subject said: 

“The whole Bok scheme is a sham. It is as disingenuous 
as the pretended referendum by which its sponsors hope it 
can be given an appearance of popular approval. It is a 
camel’s head, and there is not an honest hair on the head. 
It is an attempt by sophistry and polite demagogy to trick 
the American people into accepting measures that would 
presently fasten us inextricably in the league of nations* 
system. 

“For the morale of the out and out championship of the 
league we can have respect, but for the Bok project we have 
nothing but contempt. 

“Yet, offensive as the Bok award is, we can hope it will 
have a good result. It ought to warn every American who 
opposes the surrender of American independence or any per- 
manent entanglement in the political affairs of Europe that 
a widespread, persistent, and well endowed conspiracy exists 
to commit us by one device or another to the system repre- 
sented by the league. 

“That conspiracy has shown itself in various guises. Dur- 
ing the worst depression in the farming west, which is wisely 
and naturally the strong point of resistance to the league 
entanglement, a drive from the New York financial district 
was made to persuade the farmer to think we must enter the 
league or otherwise return to Europe in order to put up the 
price of wheat. That drive failed. Meanwhile we have had 
constant work in the women’s clubs throughout the country. 
Women are susceptible to the idealistic and altruistic color- 
ing of the league argument. They are susceptible to its 
claims that the league is the only way to prevent war. They 
still are on the threshold of knowledge and experience in 
public affairs, and they are told that they can transform a 
man-made world of rivalries, ambition, and violence by ac- 
cepting the league scheme. 

“The latest manifestation in this campaign is that of Mr. 
Bok, who spent a lifetime editing a periodical for women. 
He knows well how to appeal to women, and we find leaders 
in women’s clubs and organizations ready to follow his lead 
or already committed to the idea of league or league court. 

“Thus the league issue reappears and should be fought by 
every American man and woman who wishes our country tu 
continue in its high freedom of conscience, policy, and action. 
The Bok scheme is hypocrisy, but its meaning is no longer 
hidden. No. wonder the news comes at once from France 
that ‘officials of the league are delighted with the peace plan.’ 
It is no secret, we are told, that the Bok award comes as a 
surprise, because, in the face of President Coolidge’s recent 
message, it was feared ‘the jury would not have the courage 
to raise the league question again in any form.’ 

“That was because the personnel of the jury was not well 
considered. The Tribune has not expressed its opinion of 
the jury, because it did not intend to prejudge their intent. 
But it may be said now, with the evidence before us, that the 
jury was packed.” 
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MR. WARFIELD SHOWS WHY THE RAILROADS 
SHOULD CO-OPERATE IN HARMONY WITH 
THE SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


- a letter to the editor of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
concerning the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court which upheld the so-called “recapture clause” of the 
Transportation Act of 1920, President S. Davies Warfield, 
of the National Association of Owners of Railroad Securities, 
specifically directs attention to the fact that the contingent 
fund to be established with moneys paid in by the railroads 
earning net operating income in excess of 6 per cent, is to be 
used for the advantage of railroad transportation as a whole 
and not in the interest of the weaker roads, as some people 
have assumed. 


This statement is especially important in view ‘of the fact 
that Mr. Warfield and his associates in the organization of 
which he is head, devised this plan and put it through when 
ithe Act was framed in Congress, and the Supreme Court has 
tiow completely sustained the validity of the clause. In 
fact, the law speaks for itself; anyone reading it with an un- 
biased mind will at once perceive that it is designed to main- 
tain an equilibrium in transportation for the benefit of the 
entire country. All the railroad companies, therefore, now 
that the Supreme Court has held the law constitutional, 
should co-operate heartily in carrying out fully, both in spirit 
and letter, the intent of the statute in harmony with the deci- 
sion of that court. 

An extract from Mr. Warfield’s letter follows: 


“The recent unanimous decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the Dayton-Goose Creek Case declaring See- 
tion 15a of the Commerce Act constitutional, in conjunction 
with the Court’s former decision in the Wisconsin Passenger 
Fare Case, confirms the assurances of a sound outlook for 
American railroads which this Association confidently as- 
serted in urging the provisions sustained in those cases. 


“The work of this Association now necessary in order to 
encourage the retention of this legislation becomes increasing- 
ly difficult. On the one hand there has to be met the assault 
of those who desire to retain the revenue features of Section 
15a and to escape the regulation of excess revenue; while 
others desire to repeal the essential revenue provisions of 
Section 15a and substitute a miethod of valuation which 
would cut down values long since vested, and undoubtedly 
lead toward Government ownership. 

“Under such conditions it becomes important to remind you 
how far-reaching are these two Supreme Court decisions in 
their related effect and how essential is Section 15a to suc- 
cessful transportation by rail and to the continuance of 
private operation. 

“The decision in the Dayton-Goose Creek Case sustains the 
constructive ratemaking proposals embodied in Section 15a 
which were initiated and presented before Congress by this 
Association in 1919: in the Wisconsin Passenger Fare Case 
the Court sustained our position as to the right of Congress 
to delegate to the Interstate Commerce Commission the power 
to establish interstate rates and to protect those rates from 
confiscatory inadequate intrastate rates that might be made 
by state commissions or state statutes. Had the present deci- 
sion been adverse, the basis—that is, Section 15a—upon 
which the Wisconsin Passenger Fare Case was decided would 
bave been destroyed and the railroads thus put back under 
state regulation of interstate rates through inadequate and 
disproportionate state rates, as formerly. 

“Chief Justice Taft made clear in the Wisconsin Case that 
the revenue consideration brought into the statute by Section 
15a was the protecting and effective provision. In the present 
case, he asserted the corollary to the decision in the Wiscon- 
sin Case when he said: 

“‘The third question for our consideration is whether the 


recapture clause, by reducing the net income from intrastate 
rates, invades the reserved power of the states and ‘is in 
conflict with the Tenth Amendment. * * * Wien the ade- 
quate maintenance of interstate commerce involves and makes 
necessary on this account the incidental and partial control 
of intrastate commerce, the power of Congress to exercise 
such control has been clearly established. The combination 
of uniform rates with the recapture clauses is necessary to 
the better development of the country’s interstate transporta- 
tion system as Congress has planned it. The control of the 
excess profit due to the level of the whole body of rates is 
the heart of the plan.’ 

“The Chief Justice pointed out that ‘the statute declares 
the carrier to be only a trustee for the excess over a fair 
return received by it. Though in its possession, the excess 
never becomes its property and it accepts custody of the 
product of all the rates with this understanding. It is clear, 
therefore, that the carrier never has such a title to the excess 
as to render the recapture of it by the government, a taking 
without due process.’ 

“Thus the Supreme Court finds specifically : 

“(a) That the recapture clause is the ‘heart of the plan.’ 

“(b) That the excess over a fair return intentionally and 
conditionally allowed to any one carrier is not its property 
because such excess is provided by rates found essential to 
sustain transportation as a whole and not in the interest of 
any one railroad. 

“This is a Sweeping confirmation of the position asserted 
by us when making these proposals before Committees of 
Congress in 1919 and of our later assertion that the revenue 
provisions of the Act would never have been adopted except 
for the recapture clause. If the latter (recapture clause) 
had gone out of the Act as unconstitutional or should go out 
by repeal, the revenue protection (the entire Section 15a) 
would fall with it. 

“Therefore, had the nineteen railroads that appeared be- 
fore the Supreme Court been successful in urging the un- 
constitutionality of the recapture clause the carriers would 
now be back under the old order of things with no protection 
against the danger of disintegrating action by the states. 

“So many misleading statements have been made respecting 
the use of the General Railroad Contingent Fund, which will 
arise under the Act from payment to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of one-half of the excess revenue held by a rail- 
road over the six per cent on its individual property value 
(the other half of such excess being left with the carrier), 
that a few words in this connection may be appropriate. 

“Nothing in the Act requires this fund co be used for or 
in the interest of what are termed the ‘weak carriers.’ Noth- 
ing is taken from the strong railroads to be given to the weak, 
the fund being created in excess of the requirements of the 
strong and to enable the great majority railroads to function 
in the public interest. Expenditures from this fund in the 
general public interest in transportation are left to be deter- 
mined by the Interstate Commerce Commission. The benefit 
is to transportation as a whole through adequate rates ad- 
justed to both the weak and the strong, taking nothing from 
the latter which they would have received from rates had 
such rates been made for them alone. 

“You may have observed that the recent Transportation 
Conference called to meet in Washington by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce has endorsed the position taken before 
Congress by this Association which led to Section 15a of the 
Act, and for permissive consolidations.” 

The contingent fund which is to be established under the 
Act with the funds paid in under the recapture clause, is 
to be used either by making loans to the carriers to meet 
expenditures for capital account, or by purchasing transporta- 
tion equipment and facilities and leasing them to carriers, 
and any money in the fund not so employed is to be invested 
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as prescribed in the Act. The use of the fund is carefully 
restricted and governed and its purpose has now been so fully 
approved and upheld by the court of last resort that it ought 
to be given the fullest and fairest test in operation to the 
attainment of the object sought—the benefit of transportation 
as a whole throughout the country. 
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SHALL THE EX-SERVICE MEN RECEIVE A 
BONUS OR NOT? 


Roanoke, Va. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 


I have just read your editorial on Secretary Mellon’s 
proposed tax revision statement made last week. I note 
that you approve it with some reservations. You will re- 
member Mr. Mellon’s statement recommended that no bonus 
for ex-service men be authorized by Congress. 

I recall that you in an editorial in the MANUFACTURERS 
RecorD more than a year ago came out for the bonus. I 
would like to know whether you have changed on that 
subject, the bonus. In other words, Mr. Mellon says we 
cannot have both tax revision and the soldier bonus, and 
recommends that the bonus be dropped. Do you concur with 
Mr. Mellon or are you still for granting of the bonus? 

FRANK F, CARROLL, an ex-soldier. 

The editor of the MANUFa«CTURERS RECoRD had never dis- 
cussed the question of a bonus with any of the former service 
men who went out from this office, or who are now employed 
by us, as he had always preferred to express his own opinion 
on the subject entirely without regard to what the service 
men might themselves feel. Upon receipt of the foregoing 
letter however every ex-service man who had enlisted while 
employed by this company, or who is now employed by us, was 
asked for an expression of his opinion on the bonus question. 
They were informed that their views could be expressed with 
the utmost freedom for or against a bonus, and that their 
names would not be signed to these letters, and thus their 
freedom in discussing the subject be increased. Moreover, 
that the editor himself need not know their views, since he 
had never discussed the subject with them, and they need 
not sign their communications as turned in. 

We are giving their replies exactly as received. 

All of these men are intelligent, thoughtful men, patriotic 
to the core. One of them volunteered when the first call 
came for the expected Mexican war. He spent two years as 
a private on the Mexican border. When the call came for 
the European War he again immediately volunteered, and 
was two years or more in the service. He thus lost four 
years from his college or business work, and since then has 
been working his way through college life, prepared at any 
moment to take any kind of job that enabled him to keep 
on at the university. Preferring to be independent of family 
help he acted for a while as fireman on a locomotive; once 
as a night watchman in a bank;. and is still in one way or 
another paying his way through his university course. These 
facts are mentioned to show that he is not among those who 
have been favored by fortune or opportunity. His letter is 
as follows: 


“It seems to me that when a young and able-bodied man 
places himself as a suppliant before the government, asking 
to be given something for having done a man’s ordinary part 
in the war, he is taking much less of a man’s part after the 
war. So much as to the soldier’s attitude. 

“As to the government’s viewpoint: there might have been 
a time, at the close of hostilities, when it would not have 
been inappropriate for the other people to say through the 
government to the soldier returning to civil life: ‘Young 
man, a victorious government, recognizing its inability to pay 
you for your services in winning the victory that is ours, 


nevertheless, as a small token of appreciation, tenders you 
this bonus (in whatever form it might be) with the hope 
that it will be of service to you in your readjustment to civil 
life.’ 

“If there were such a time it has passed. 


“Apart from the fact that service in the army or navy is no 
more than just the ordinary job of a man when his country 
must go to war, I believe that a vast majority of those who 
served in the late war who were not permanently incapaci- 
tated, benefited substantially more in the way of enlarged 
outlook, improved physique, etc. than they lost by being away 
from private interests during that period. 

“A further continuance of the practice of lavish expending 
by the government, made necessary by the war largely be- 
cause of our deplorable lack of preparation to cope with the 
situation, which would be necessitated by giving a bonus to 
ex-service men, seems to me most unwholesome. 

“The cry that as the country paid millions to grafters, it 
certainly can do something for ex-service men, is beside the 
point and unworthy of a man. If that should be the basis 
on which any bonus might be tendered, then deliver me from 
one single filthy penny of it that might be offered me to 
match what some grafter or profiteer got. 

“That much regarding the able-bodied men, and it is to us 
that the bonus discussion relates mainly. As to the dis- 
abled—that is a different proposition, of course, entirely 
apart from the general bonus matter. 

“I have replied to your inquiry thus informally because I 
am expressing only a private opinion for what interest it may 
be to you, and am not attempting any comprehensive state- 
ment for publication, not because of a lack of interest in 
your inquiry but because I am rather sick of this bonus 
agitation.” 

The other letters are given in the order received. They 
present an interesting discussion from the viewpoint of ex- 
service men. One of them was wounded in France, and one 
of them was gassed and at times still suffers from the effect. 
One of them commanded some rapid fire guns and faced a 
terrific charge when German soldiers were literally mowed 
down by the guns which he and his associates handled. The 
letters without change are as follows: , 
ad Number 2. 

“TI am opposed to a soldier bonus because I believe it would 
in a short time work to the disadvantage of the very men the 
measure is intended to benefit. 

“In whatever form it is finally adopted there is sure to be 
a large disbursement of public funds and this will certainly 
cause an advance in price of many commodities which the 
ex-soldier or his family will have to buy. 

“The machinery for sifting the data which each man must 


. forward to Washington in the form of credentials does not 


now exist. It will have to be created. This means a new 
army of clerks and the enlargement of a number of govern- 
ment bureaus and in all likelihood the creation of several 
new ones. The cost of this alone aside from the bonus will 
in time run up into the hundreds of millions of dollars. 


“The ex-soldier will have to pay increased taxes and his 
children will continue to pay such increase over an indeter- 
minate period of time. The comparatively small sum of 
money which he will receive will be taken from him in the 
form of high prices for his purchases and in the form of taxa- 
tion within the next two or three years. 


“If the bonus passes, every man, woman and child in the 
United States will be the poorer because of it. 


“To be of any lasting benefit to him the soldier should have 
received the additional compensation at the time of his dis- 
charge. It should have been added to the $60.00 extra given. 
him then. It is now too late. not too late to give him the 
bonus but unfortunately too late to do him any real good. 
He will pay too dearly for his own bonus. He can not 
afford it.” 


Number 3. 


“My views on the bonus question or adjusted compensation 
for ex-service men are as follows: 
“One who entered the service voluntarily hasn’t, as I see

it, much of an argument for the bonus. It is not probable 
that he enlisted with any idea of making money, instead I 
am sure that he went into the service with his eyes wide 
open, knowing that he would be making sacrifices. 

“There is though this phase of it. As soon as the war 
ended and troops were demobilized, there was a great deal of 
discussion for the bonus. Nearly all of the newspapers talked 
about it for a while, and as I remember, public men especial- 
ly insisted that the only right thing for the country to do 
was to make some kind of pecuniary reward for service and 
thus partially make up what the men lost by going into the 
service. 

“The situation seemed so favorable that in my ease I felt 
sure that we were going to receive the bonus and I would be 
disappointed were it not granted, but I do not feel that the 
government owes me anything for my service. I think it is 
a question which should be decided by other than ex- 
soldiers.” 


Number 4. 


“For more than four years there has been before the 
country a request for adjusted compensation for the ex- 
soldier and ex-sailor. The press and many other organiza- 
tions have characterized this adjustment as a ‘Bonus.’ The 
explanation Webster gives for the word ‘bonus’ undoubtedly 
qualifies it to serve the purposes of those organizations and 
individuals opposed to the measure. Why the term is not 
approved by ex-service men, and why we feel an adjustment 
should be made, I have tried to set forth in the following: 

“Everyone recognizes the fact that the war was not won 
by uniformed men alone. Labor and capital performed serv- 
ices that were as essential to victory as the services of 
soldiers. Men were legally exempted from military service 
to carry on this work and were told they were giving a 
greater service to their country by not wearing a uniform. 
There was, however, a great difference between the pay of 
the civilian war worker and the soldier. Their services be- 
ing equal, is it not natural to assume that a near equality 
in wages should have existed? 

“This leads us to a comparison of the economic conditions 
of the civilian war worker and soldier at the close of the 
war. Even considering the increased living costs during 
the war, we cannot help but see that the civilian worker 
was in much better circumstances than the returned soldier. 
Yet, each soldier is paying his share of the National debt, 
and we must not forget that in that debt is included a vast 
sum caused by increased wages and profits to those who 
stayed at home. 

“The ex-service men are not asking a reward for their 
services to their*country. What is wanted is an adjustment 
that will place them on an economic plane with the men who 
did not wear uniforms. 5 

“A number of additional reasons could be given, and of 
real importance we must consider the bonus that was given 
- government employes. 

“The matter now rests in the hands of the present Con- 
gress. IT am sure that I give the sentiments of the ex- 
service men when I express the hope that a definite decision, 
either for or against the measure, may be reached before 
adjournment.” 


Number 5. 


“Why keep discussing this big problem which is purely a 
suggestion or thought of some of the leading politicians 
seeking new or better office? By using this thought, they 
expected to get the vote of the service man which would mean 
a great step toward reaching their goal. 

“IT am sure every man who left his family, friends, position 
and entered the service for the sake of ‘democracy,’ did so, 
with his eyes wide open. He was not looking forward to the 
reward he might receive, but as a citizen and soldier did the 
best he knew how. 

“As far as we know, the disabled veteran is being taken 
care of, but how about the fellow who on his return to this 
country found his job taken by some-one else? These fellows, 
probably with families depending on them, walked the streets 
for weeks, months, in fact for a year or more, in search of 
work, while over in Washington, the Government was so over- 
crowded with help, they were really in each other’s way. 
And besides, each one of those fellows making $2000 or léss 
per year, received a bonus each month for the period of the 
war. In fact they are still getting it. I can’t see anything 
fair in this. 

“T believe something should be done to help the fellows who 
were unfortunate. 


“My motto is: ‘Why start something you cannot finish?’ ” 


BURYING A DECAYED CORPSE. 


HE Interchurch World Movement of North America has 

by decision of the directors asked permission from one of 
the courts in New York to dissolve the corporation. It is 
well that the decaying body of that organization, corrupt from 
the start, should be laid away. 

The Interchurch World Movement had as its backers some 
reputable men misled into believing that’ the power of un- 
limited money would enable them to revolutionize the world. 
Connected with it were other men who were seeking to use 
it for their own propaganda, largely of rank socialism. Its 
organization was wildly extravagant, wastefully spending on 
organization and promotion work about $9,000,000 subscribed 
by religious organizations deluded into the belief that this 
was a divinely inspired organization to change the world over 
night. Swept away by the appearance of boundless wealth 
which the men back of this organization thought they had at 
their command, it rented enormous offices in Néw York at an 
outlay running into hundreds of thousands a year. They 
employed ministers, likewise carried off their feet by silly 
enthusiasm, to go up and down the country proclaiming the 
wonders of the Interchurch Movement. Some denominations 
were swept into the organization by foolish leaders and were 
carried into indebtedness by the underwriting of the expense 
fund of the Movement to the tune of some millions of dollars. 

This underwriting scheme was used for raising the cash 
for the $9,000,000 used for the organization and propaganda 
work, and some of these religious organizations we believe 
had to pay their underwriting out of their mission con- 
tributions. 

Born in an unholy scheme which placed the power of money 
above all else, managed with a wild, wasteful extravagance, 
dominated largely by rank socialistic elements, the decaying 
corpse of that long defunct corporation is now to be laid away 
forever. Possibly the $9,000,000 wastefully spent will in the 
end prove a blessing by convincing would-be religious leaders 
of this country that such schemes can never be made to 
advance Christianity or better the world. 

The old saying that ‘‘while he lived he lived in clover, and 
when he died he died all over,” might be changed as to the 
Interchurch World Movement to read, that “while it lived 
it lived in fraud, and when it died it died in dishonor.”

Shall Town and City Publicity Work Be Maintained 
by Taxation? 


A WAY TO MAKE SHIRKERS BEAR THEIR PORTION OF TOWN, CITY, AND STATE UPBUILDING.

“The best man, the best citizen, I ever knew; at once the 
most truly public-spirited and spiritually-minded layman— 
‘diligent in business, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord’—giv- 
ing half of his earnings and half of his time to worthy need 
and to the development, to the enlargement, to the beautifica- 
tion, to the cultivation and permanency of the whole com- 
munity, regardless of the drains on his purse and his energy, 
was a martyr to the dull, inert, selfish, reactionary element, 
that, one by one, have gone to their graves unwept, unhon- 
ored, unsung, while he, who gave of himself so freely to 
the advancement of the whole mass, died amid tears, the 
prayers, the praise and the thanksgivings to God that his 
gentle, pure, devoted, dauntless spirit had led the community 
from obscurity and fatal contentment out into the realms 
of activity, progress and prosperity.” 

Thus spoke Clarence E. Woods, “secretary of the Sumter 
Ccunty, Florida, Chamber of Commerce, referring to E. L. 
Ferran, of Eustis, Fla. 

His tribute to the man and his contempt for the civic 
slacker can be applied to every community in these United 
States. 

That kind of man, wise, good, successful, patient and long 
suffering, liberal beyond all bounds, is to be found every- 
where. It is he who keeps alive the spark of civie pride and 
duty, keeps it glowing by his unyielding faith in its duty 
to live, and its privilege to serve even those who oppose all 
organized efforts for municipal growth and goodness. 

When Stephen was stoned he cried aloud: “Forgive them, 
they know not what they do.” Undismayed, though oft hard- 
pressed by bitter opposition or cruel indifference, the civic 
leader never wavers. He is mocked by reactionaries, blocked 
by standpatters, but he goes bravely on upholding the right 
arm of Publicity and Promotion. And as the city prospers 
so prosper the reactionaries. 

So much for an introduction. The burden of thought in 
this article is the much-mooted question: “Shall citizens be 
taxed for publicity purposes?” To carry my point, pleading 
for the affirmative, I shall be obliged to mention names and 
places. ‘ 

For thirty years Mr. Ferran was the civic leader of the 
little community of Eustis, Lake County, Florida. The “faith- 
ful dozen” led by Mr. Ferran, bore the heat and burden in 
promoting and maintaining the most essential agencies of 
civic growth out of their private purses. The trade body, 
like many another trade body. supported by memberships 
and subscriptions, rose and fell with the tide of finance. 
A civie revival was necessary once a year and as the days 
passed the interest waned. Not sufficient funds were raised 
for a paid secretary, and some citizen who volunteered or 
was appointed to do the secretarial work, began his duties 
with the same enthusiasm as he probably started his diary 
on January first and kept it faithfully indited for a week or 
so, and along about March would write a whole weeks’ hap- 
penings at a single sitting and along about June forgot he 
started a book that would be a record of his daily life for 
an entire year. 

It was then, some ten years ago, that Hon. W. M. Igou, 
representing this district in the legislature as Senator, 
-aused to be written in the statute books of the State an act 
that enabled a town or a county to levy a millage upon all 
ax payers of the unit affected for the maintenance of a 
Department of Publicity. 


Here, in Florida, as fast as citizens awakened to the fact 
that a devoted few should no longer bear the burden of that 
community’s advancement, these public-spirited citizens have 
invoked the Legislature to shift the burden in proportion to 
their ability to pay it, just as the good Lord sends the rain 
upon the just and the unjust alike. 

I am sure that no more wise and just law was ever 
passed. And I am sure that only the recrudescence of that 
inert and dull element of selfish folk—who reap that which 
they have not sown, who gather where they have not strewn— 
oppose it at this hour. 

One of the first counties of Florida to take advantage of 
the Publicity Tax, as the law is known, was Lake County. 
This was some eight years ago. However, while the people 
voted for the tax, the reactionaries were a power in the 
affairs of the county and it was not until four years later 
that the county commissioners levied a two-mill tax, the 
money therefrom to be placed in the hands of certain men, 
who as directors of the Lake County Chamber of Commerce, 
would give an accounting thereof. To influence this levy, 
seven citizens pledged that in “event of unsatisfactory returns 
of the money spent in development of the county we shall 
reimburse the county in full of monies transferred to the 
Chamber.” 





I shall not burden you with a long review of the accom- 
plishments of the Chamber the first year but suffice it to 
to say that at the end of the year the Chamber was compli- 
mented by press, people and public, and now the taxpayers 
are “sold” on the Publicity Tax, or at least believe it a 
“necessary evil.” However, at the last budget period, when 
but 1% mill was asked for, the commissioners issued a 
publie statement wherein they said “that at a cost covering 
a period of four years the Publicity Tax had exacted from 
the tax-payers less than the cost of one mile of improved 
highway, but for this $43,000 there was on file the names 
and addresses of 538 new settlers, whose value to the com- 
munity is estimated at $10,000 each, or $5,380,000.” 

It can be further stated that in four years the population 
of Lake County doubled; the assessed valuation of property 
increased from $6,100,000 to $11,836,000; the bank resources 
from $3,500,000 to $10,000,000; the orange production from 
400,000 to 1,250,000 boxes; that while the county stands 
26th in point of population it stands 9th in amount paid for 
automobile license tags. These are just a few of the out- 
standing comparative figures which tell the story of growth 
by organized effort. 

With these figures before us, and with evidence of growth, 
urban and interurban, with 200 houses under construction 
at all times, and thousands of acres being cleared and put 
under cultivation, and one stretch from Double Run to 
Clermont and Clermont beyond for ten miles—a total dis- 
tance of 22 miles—now planted to citrus stock where four 
years ago it was a wilderness of jack oaks and second 
growth pines, we are confronted with propagandists who 
shout that a publicity tax is fundamentally unsound, that 
it is putting civic affairs in politics. 

This question is more than county wide or state wide, it 
is now a national issue. 

To this end I append the views of thinking men in the 
state and in the United States. 

Quoting again from Mr. Woods, he says: “Words fail me 
when I desire to express myself on those of stubborn opposi- 
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tion to sharing in common the expense incidental to publicity 
and promotion of their abiding places. These same people 
vote against every tax, schools, lights, parks, pavements, 
libraries, fire department, sewers, everything we have they 
have fought and delayed if not defeated. They get out in- 
junctions against progress, arouse the ignorant negro to vote 
with them; they refuse to open streets which they have 
closed themselves and by virtue of years of occupancy hold 
inviolate. 

“T believe it is just that these leeches be publicly priced at 
the amount of their tax assessments on land, most of the 
time secured by foreclosures on widows and orphans. By 
the publicity tax they divide the unearned increment with 
the rest of the industrious populace, or enable the latter to 
procure at a fair price a livable location and develop it into 
a paying proposition on its own merits. I am in favor unal- 
terably in levying a uniform publicity tax and conscript these 
civie slackers and make them work for the common weal or 
move to some ecross-roads where they will be in their ele- 
ment.” 

Louis H. Chazal, secretary of the Marion County, Florida, 
Chamber of Commerce, says: “Experience has proved that 
community advertising intelligently directed is profitable. 
The best means for financing community advertising is 
another matter. It is my belief that it can best be done 
through taxation and that the funds so raised can best be 
spent through a Chamber of Commerce. 

“Raising money for community advertising by private 
subscription or by membership dues is not an impossibility. 
It has been done. But with most Chambers of Commerce 
the financing of the organization is their most troublesome 
problem. Income from membership dues can usually be de- 
pended upon to do little more than cover overhead costs. 
It is my judgment, therefore, that community advertising 
which benefits every property owner and tax payer, should 
be paid for out of funds secured by a special tax for that 
purpose, putting the burden upon all and not too heavily 
upon anyone in particular. The funds so raised should be 
spent by the Chamber of Commerce, or similar-named organi- 
zation, because I am convinced that they will thus be most 
effectively spent in the most disinterested manner and with- 
out partisan political influence. 


“TI do not favor financing Chambers of Commerce by tax- 


ation alone. The Chamber of Commerce is fundamentally an 
organization of voluntary public service, and to abolish mem- 
berships and individual financial support will, in a large 
measure, sooner or later, kill the unselfish service given by 
the individual through such organization. The Chamber of 
Commerce financed by taxation alone is likely to become a 
governmental or semi-governmental bureau. As_ publicity 
has become an important part of the work of many Chambers 
of Commerce it appears to me that it is through a general 
tax that these organizations should be provided with funds 
with which to handle this publicity. Those Chambers of 
Commerce in Florida that are financed almost entirely 
through a publicity tax have up to this time been successful 
to a marked degree.” 

Organizations in over 20 Florida counties are now oper- 
ated largely through a publicity tax, membership dues being 
nominal, from $1 to $5 the year. From one to two mills are 
assessed for this purpose. In the larger cities like Jackson- 
ville, $50,000 is appropriated; in Miami about $90,000; 
St. Petersburg about $90,000, and Tampa about $70,000—$35,- 
000 from the city and $35,000 from the county. L. P. Dickie, 
secretary of the Tampa Board of Trade says: 

“The city of Tampa and county of Hillsborough have for 
several years levied a millage on the taxable properties of 
the city and county to provide a publicity fund. At the be- 
ginning of each year the officials of the Tampa Board of 
Trade prepare a budget of the estimated expenses during the 
following twelve months. This includes salaries, all overhead 


expenses, printing, entertainment, booklets, postage, tourist 
activities, band concerts, express, traveling expenses, ex- 
hibits, photographs, art work, cuts and so on. With few 
minor changes it is adopted by the city and county officials. 
There is no real distinction made between one class of ex- 
penditures and any other class. 

“Apparently the general public is well pleased with this 
means of raising funds for the activities of this commercial 
body. Good results have come from the work and the pub- 
lic must be satisfied or the officials would not continue to 
make these funds available. Those who have given thought 
on this subject are of the opinion that only through tax- 
ation can everyone be reached to share equally the expense 
for the maintenance of the commercial organization which is 
doing the building-up work of the community.” 

Taking it by far and large I know of no city or county in 
the entire state of Florida that, has ever discontinued a pub- 
licity tax after it has been put in operation, for it assures 
the perpetuation of the commercial organization, and by 
steadfastness these organizations accomplish the greatest 
good. It also makes it possible for the secretary to devote 
his time and energy to the work before him instead of try- 
ing to collect his salary, or at least meet current expenses. 

In a pamphlet issued by Charles F. Hatfield, of St. Louis, 
president Community Advertising Department of the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the World, we learn that the 
publicity tax is in favor in many sections of the United 
States and is growing more popular as evidences of its worth 
is made manifest by organizations so financed. Quoting from 
him at random, we learn that in a survey made by him 65 
cities spent $300,000 for publicity of which one-third came 
from taxpayers through assessment or by appropriation from 
the contingent funds. Mr. Hatfield says: 

“Of course, it is a long drawn out fight (referring to a 
project for the Government to appropriate $1,000,000 to sell 
the United States to itself) but with the increasing attitude 
of municipalities and states to take money raised by taxation 
to ‘sell themselves,’ in a short time the United States will 
be educated up to the point that it will do so, and put on a 
campaign using the slogan ‘Know America,’ and by so doing 
we will keep millions of dollars in our own country and at 
the same time be doing a patriotic work.” 

The Government learned the value of national advertis- 
ing during the war, and in the sale of stores and ships since 
the war. It went into the real estate business to dispose 
of cantonments and aviation fields and docks and what not, 
and in no case did it side-step advertising. Is it not possible 
that the program of a Publicity Tax so universal in Florida, 
a tax that within two to four years will be invoked in the 
sixty-one counties of the state, and a state-wide tax to sell 
Florida as a whole, will be as universally invoked in other 
states, and then carried to Washington where “Know Amer- 
ica” will be the burden of the best advertising brains in the 
world? 

The plan is being adopted throughout the country, and 
naturally where it is new it is meeting with opposition. Bal- 
timore in 1917 appropriated $25,000 for publicity; the same 
year St. Louis handed over $25,000 and has been repeating 
each year since. 

Mr. Hatfield claims that this appropriation not only 
brought millions of dollars of industrial development to St. 
Louis but helped sell St. Louis to itself until it has become 
known as the Miracle City, and it was largely through an 
intelligent publicity campaign that St. Louis this spring broke 
all records in passing by a large vote an $87,000,000 bond 
issue, and its business men are preparing to spend several 
times as much on big building work and other enterprises. 

The St. Louis Chamber of Commerce in its national ad- 
vertising campaign says: 

“St. Louis Is Putting Dollars Into Civie Vision. 

“More than $450,000,000 will be spent in St. Louis by 
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private enterprises as a result of the expenditure by the city 
of $87,372,500 for public improvements from bond issue funds. 
This typifies the spirit of St. Louis in which the people are 
working together for the community’s advancement. 

“The railroads have begun an expansion program amount- 
ing to $100,000,000 for new terminal facilities. A new $13,- 
000,000 electric power plant is in progress. A $2,500,000 tele- 
phone development is under way. Industrial extensions cost- 
ing $35,000,000 have been planned. The reconstruction of 
buildings along widened streets and new plazas will total 
$300,000,000. 

“This goal was not reached by sitting down and talking it 
over. The spirit of aggressiveness which is pushing St. Louis 
forward inspired the people to get to work with collective 
sincerity. They went to the polls and rolled up an over- 
whelming majority for bonds to start building a greater St. 
Louis.” 

Even in small communities this kind of spirit that dares 
to do and to achieve can be created by the right kind of 
publicity work financed by the community tax. 

Many of the readers of this article have paid from fifty 
cents to $2 for a seat to look upon that thrilling and much. 
advertised motion picture attraction “Down to the Sea in 
Ships.” There is no commercial or industrial advertising in 
it, yet New Bedford raised $100,000 to have the picture filmed. 

H. W. Longley, secret'ary-manager of the Chattanooga 
Chamber of Commerce, says: “I am particularly anxious to 
know what other cities are doing and have done toward 
getting municipal appropriations for advertising. It seems 
to me that this is the logical way to advertise a city, as it 
hardly seems right for the members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who form a very small percentage of the land owners 
of a city, to pay all expenses for advertising a city when 
large property owners benefit materially from this adver- 
tising.” 

Under the Georgia law the county commissioners cannot 
appropriate money for advertising, and F. Roger Miller, bus- 
iness manager of the Macon Chamber of Commerce says, 
“We are endeavoring to correct this condition by securing 
special legislation during the next session of the general as- 
sembly.” E. B. Walker, manager of the Savannah Board of 
Trade writes: “We hope to secure, through special legisla- 
tion, an appropriation of $100,000 for publicity purposes. We 
hope this act will become a law and that Savannah will 
soon begin an extensive advertising campaign.” 

Two states, Oregon and Washington, and the Province of 
British Columbia, by legislative act, have authorized an ex- 
penditure of $150,000 to be used to advertise jointly the re- 
sources and tourist advantages of the Pacific International 
Northwest country. 

In California a large number of counties issue literature 
for distribution and advertise nationally, the commissioners 
handling and expending the funds. 

I have covered the United States in a general way, but 
there is not to my knowledge up to the present time any 
record or compilation of all municipalities, counties and 
states which have made use of a Publicity Tax for upbuild- 
ing activities. 

I find that opposition to a Publicity Tax is largely engen- 
dered by individuals and concerns whose business is to “put 
on drives” to increase membership of commercial organiza- 
tion. The public is fed up on drives. During the past month 
one drive that sought 1200 new members secured less than 
one hundred, and another that hitched their wagon to an 
800-star was glad to total up a few over 100. I also recali 
a drive wherein the drives took all the cash collected, some 
$3000, and a nice piece of paper calling for $2000 more on 
account in 90 days. This was not forthcoming as $3000 was 
the sum total of the returns in cash from the drive. The 
local Chamber of Commerce also had a bill of $1000 for ad- 
vertising, printed matter and luncheons. 


The Publicity Tax puts every dollar to actual work, there 
is no money wasted on drives, on bill collectors. It avoids 
rousing the disgust of members who attend meetings by 
turning these meetings into begging parties, which is the 
beginning of the end of every commercial body. 

The Publicity Tax makes it possible to treat all alike, 
for they have paid according to their means. When some 
Big Interest, to maintain an organization, planks down $100 
or $10,000, as the case may be, it becomes favored even if 
there is no request for favors. 


The Public Tax works no hardship on any one. In the 
larger cities 4% mill is sufficient for all purpuses, and even 
were it two mills, the small taxpayer will have paid in from 
10 to 50 cents a year to the Publicity Fund. But, it does 
extract from the Man With Fish Hooks in His Pockets a 
tribute according to his mean, or meanness. It also gets a 
mite from the railroads, telegraph and telephone companies, 
and foreign corporations, from chain stores, and non-residents. 
They profit as the town grows, and in 98 cases out of 100 
they don’t contribute one penny to the local trade tody. 


In our county, large timber interests sought an injunction 
to restrain the county from collecting the publicity tax. This 
company had turpentined 50,000 acres of virgin pine timber, 
then timbered the land and left it in waste, and were offering 
the cut-over land for sale at $5 the acre. They were taxed 
about $100 a square mile on their holdings after they had 
taken a fortune off of it. The tax was $3 per square mile. 
The publicity tax was 6 cents per square mile. They simply 
wanted to be nasty. The court denied the injunction. The 
tax assessor assessed the land at $5 the acre, the land com- 
pany raised the roof of the sky, and began to unload. Much 
of the vast acreage went into hands of small possessors who 
cleared it and planted many hundreds of acres. To-day 
land that went begging at $5 the acre is being sold at $100 
to $200 per acré, and the land company praises the publicity 
tax. : 

Old-time farmers and grove owners who were land-poor, 
who claimed that taxes were nothing but confiscation and 
the publicity tax a scheme to make a fat position for some 
one, pay their taxes the first month the books are open, and 
come around to the Chamber of Commerce and feed the 
force with cigars. 


If there is a more equitable way to operate a Chamber of 
Commerce than the Publicity Tax I would like to be told 
about it, or if there is any real argument against it except 
that it is liable to run civie matters into politics, I would like 
to see it in print. 





Movement for $40,000,000 Power Plant at Great 
Falls, Va.—Would Generate 675,000,000 
Kilowatt Hours Per Year. 


Washington, D. C.—Launching a movement for the con- 
struction of a $40,000,000 power plant at Great Falls, Va., 
on the Potomac River above Washington, Representatives 
Zihlman of Maryland and Moore of Virginia, have prepared 
a bill which has been introduced in Congress by Mr. Zihl- 
man, directing the Secretary of War to proceed with the 
work of construction. The bill recites that the construction 
of the plant is directed, “so that the hydro-electric energy 
generated may be made available for the use of the gov- 
ernment, and for the use of the public of the District of 
Columbia at a reasonable cost.” 


The bill is said to have the support of the engineer corps 
of the army and the Federal Power Commission, this sup- 
port being based on studies and investigations of army en- 
gineers in 1921. According to a report submitted at that 
time, the total production of power would be 675,000,000 
kilowatt hours per year. 
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Offer of Three Southern Power Companies for 


Muscle. Shoals. 


$100,000,000 RENTAL FOR 50-YEAR PERIOD— 100,000 HORSEPOWER AVAILABLE AT COST 
OF PRODUCTION FOR MANUFACTURE OF FERTILIZER. 


For and in behalf of a group of companies engaged in 
public service in the Southeastern States, the Tennessee 
Electric Power Company, The Memphis Power & Light Com- 
pany, and the Alabama Power Company have filed with the 
Secretary of War an offer to organize a corporation with a 
capital of $10,000,000 which will lease for fifty years under 
the Federal Water Power Law the Muscle Shoals power 
dam and equipment for distribution of the energy through 
the interconnected power systems of the South and pay 
therefor four per cent on the $50,000,000 estimated to cover 
the cost of construction of the power projects. 

The following is a summarization of the offer which these 
power companies submit: 

The corporation to be formed will set aside 60,000 horse- 
power from Dam No. 2 and 40,000 horsepower from Dam 
No. 3 at cost of production for fertilizer manufacture. The 
sum of $50,000,000 on which interest will be paid includes 
$17,000,000 expended prior to the war and $4,500,000 invested 
in the steam plant. The rental for the first six years will 
be $300,000 per annum, and for the next four years $1,500,- 
0cO per annum. During this period the power companies ex- 
pect to expend $10,000,000 in the construction of transmis- 
sion lines and transformer stations in order to absorb the 
power to be generated at the two dams. 

The power company at its own expense throughout the 
lease will make all renewals and repairs incident to efficient 
operation of the powerhouse and power equipment including 
spillway gates. The dams and navigation facilities are to 
be maintained by the United States. Necessary power for 
operation of all navigation facilities will be furnished free 
by the power company. 

When completed the Government will have installed eight 
generating units for developing 240,000 horsepower. The 
power company will at its own expense construct additional 
units to generate up to 600,000 horsepower when and as the 
market demands require. If the Government should itself 
install the additional units the company will pay four per 
cent annual rental on their cost. 

The power company offers to construct Dam No. 3 after 
the completion of Dam No. 2, when directed by the United 
States, without profit to the power company, and install 
generating units for the development of 250,000 horsepower, 
and will pay four per cent of the actual cost of its con- 
struction as annual rental up to $1,200,000 per annum except 
that for the first three years the payments will be $200,000 
per annum. In event the Government at its own expense 
authorizes the construction of Dam No. 3 by the power 
company, the Alabama Power Company will donate the site 
of Dam No. 3 and certain flowage which it now owns. 

In event the United States does not at its expense con- 
struct Dam No. 3, the power company will build and operate 
the dam under the Federal Water Power Act for a period 
of fifty years in event the Government will contribute one- 
third of the cost of the project as the value of the navigation 
improvement. ° 

In event the Government decides to sell the steam plant at 
Sheffield, the power company will pay therefor $4,500,000. 

The properties covered by the lease, including all gen- 
erating units and additions made by the power company, 


are made subject to recapture by the Government at any time 
during the lease period or at the end of the lease period 
under the terms of the Federal Water Power Act. 

The lease will provide that when the safety of the United 
States demands it shall have the right under the terms of 
the Federal Water Power Law to take over and operate the 
projects for the manufacture of nitrates for explosives or for 
any purpose involving the safety of the United States. 

The power company will furnish at any point during the 
fifty-year period within five miles of Dam No. 2 and Dam 
No. 3 100,000 horsepower for fertilizer manufacture at cost 
of production. 

In addition to the annual rental and the other obligations 
of the lease the power company will contribute a fund of 
$1,000,000 to be used under Government control in electric- 
chemical research in experimentation and development of 
processes for the fixation of nitrates and other experiments 
in the interest of agricultural and the national defense to 
be administered by a board of directors to be designated 
by the Secretaries of War, Agriculture and Commerce. These 
investigations to be conducted in co-operation with Govern- 
ment, State, and private agencies. The results obtained to 
be available to the public as may be directed by the board 
of directors. 

In addition to other remedies which the Government may 
have, provision is made that the Attorney General on re- 
quest of the Power Commission or the Secretary of War may 
institute proceedings for forfeiture of the lease upon a 
failure or omission to comply with its terms. 





Estimated Wealth of Maryland $3,990,530,000. 


The total value of the principal forms of wealth in Mary- 
land, December 31, 1922, was $3,990,580,000, announces the 
Department of Commerce in its preliminary estimate of the 
wealth of the state. Compared with the wealth reported in 
1912 for Maryland, which amounted to $2,206,760,000, this 
ix an increase of 80.8 per cent. Per capita values increased 
from $1672, to $2665, or 59.4 per cent. 

All classes of property increased in value from 1912 to 
1922, except live stock, which decreased from $45,904,000 to 
$42,821,000, or 6.6 per cent. The estimated value of taxed 
real property and improvements increased from $1,169,742,- 
000 to $1,719,338,000, or 47 per cent; exempt real property 
from $175,742,000 to $248,951,000, or 41.7 per cent; farm im- 
plements and machinery from $12,509,000 to $20,007,000, or 
59.9 per cent; manufacturing machinery, tools, and imple- 
ments from $85,043,000 to $219,387,000, or 158 per cent; 
and railroads and their equipment from $149,116,000 to 
$183,100,000, or 22.8 per cent. Privately owned transporta- 
tion and transmission enterprises, other than railroads, in- 
creased in value from $165,625,000 to $257,354,000, or 55.4 
per cent; and stocks and goods, vehicles, other than motor, 
furniture, and clothing from $403,079,000 to $1.238,011,000, 
or 207.1 per cent. No comparison is possible for the value 
of motor vehicles, which was estimated in 1922 at $61,561,- 
000, because no separate estimate was made in 1912. 

The Department states it should be borne in mind that 
the increases in money value are to an extent due to the rise 
in prices which has taken place in recent years, and so far as 
that is the case they do not represent corresponding in- 
creases in the quantity of wealth.

Progress of Highway Development Graphically 


Presented at Good Roads Show and Congress. 


By Epwarp JEROME Dies. 


Chicago, Ill., January 18. 


Road builders of the nation, 30,000 strong, invaded Chicago 
this week. The good roads show opened in the Coliseum 
on Monday and the twenty-first annual convention of the 
American Road Builders Association swung into action the 
following morning. 

Greater enthusiasm was never recorded at these big 
annual events. Nor was the army of delegates ever more 
optimistic over the prospects of the future. 

When the doors of the Coliseum opened the crowds 
found the highway world spread out graphically in more 
than 250 exhibits by state highway departments, machinery 
makers, and material firms. Illuminated maps flashed the 
picture of what more than $1,000,000,000 spent by the Ameri- 
ean public this year has done in the way of highway im- 
provement. 

The road builders evidently like their toys to be sizeable. 
At any rate, they marshalled on the Coliseum floor a dizzy 
array of huge tractors, over-grown steam shovels, giant 
derricks and cranes, and all manner of road repairing, con- 
struction and wrecking machines. 

Charles M. Upham, manager of the show, found a puzzling 
job before him when he tried to set his exhibits neatly in 
line. Two hundred carloads of machinery demanded en- 
trance through one door—two hundred carloads weighing 
thousands upon thousands of pounds and valued at $1,250,000. 


When the convention opened managers of the huge double 
affair said fully 30,000 delegates, highway engineers, high- 
way commissioners, building experts, material contractors, 
road specialists, asphalt surgeons, concrete mixers, macadam 
diagnosticians were in attendance at the Coliseum and the 
Congress. 

Speakers at the first session of the convention were Frank 
Page, chairman of the state highway commission of North 
Carolina and president of the organization; S. L. Squire of 
Toronto, Ont., deputy minister of highways; E. R. Olbrich of 
the national research council; E. F. Kelly, senior highway 
bridge engineer, and A. T. Goldbeck, chief inspecter officer 
of the bureau of public roads. 

President Page opened the convention with a plea for 
closer co-operation between engineers, contractors, state offi- 
cials, and the manufacturers of the labor saving machinery 
that has made the national paving program possible. He 
suggested that the association issue an official publication 
with up to the minute information on all mechanical and 
engineering developments. He also urged a permanent out- 
door exhibit for the benefit of all highway interests. 

Mr. Page announced the arrival, some time in June, of a 
Pan-American highway commission composed of thirty or 
more South and Central American engineers which will make 
a tour of the United States and inspect its improved road 
systems. 

The commission members will be guests of the federal 
government. They will base plans for highway extension 
in South America on the work observed in the United States. 
The Bates experimental road in Springfield, Illinois, the 
Cook county, Illinois, pavement system, and the Wayne 
county system, about Detroit are to be points of particular 
study in the tour. : 

Mr. Page in his address stressed the need of government 
aid in highway building, and urged that the $100,000,000 


appropriation of the government for this purpose be increased 
to $200,000,000. Motorists who pay the federal manu- 
facturers’ tax on automobiles for road purposes are entitled 
to get it back in better and more lasting highways, he 
asserted. After his address a movement to urge greater 
financial aid from the government in the development of 
highways was launched. It was said that the government 
receives twice as much from automobile taxes as it expends 
in road development. 

E. F. Kelly of the United States public roads bureau told 
the association that all bridge roadways should be built at 
least twenty feet in width. He heartily indorsed the move- 
ment already under way in Chicago to double the width of 
pavements on the main arteries leading into traffic centers. 

George G. Boardman of the Western Railway Associa- 
tion protested W. G. McAdoo’s recent statement that the 
railroads have been found wanting under their return to 
private control. He cited figures to show that operation has 
been improved, revenues enlarged, and labor costs reduced 
since the government released control, and added that the 
railroads are co-operating directly with highway interests 
in road extension. 

A detailed traffic census, widening of country pavements 
leading into the city, and rigid enforcement of uniform 
vehicle laws were given as a cure for highway and traffic 
problems in the great cities. 

Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of the United States Bureau 
of Public Roads, favored the system of a state financing 
the building of pavements on its main roads through state 
bond issue. He pointed out the need now, particularly in 
Illinois, of a new program to take care of the vital points 
where the bond issue roads are called upon to carry more 
than their share of traffic. 

Faulty, methods in financing road building projects were 
blamed for difficulties many states are experiencing with 
farmers on road projects, by Mr. MacDonald. 

Total road work in progress in the United States under 
federal aid at present, Mr. MacDenald said, attains a 
mileage of 14,934 at an approximate cost of $290,387,00. 

“Indorsement of the farmer is necessary in any highway 
financing plan,” he said, “and the farmer never will be satis- 
fied if roads are built through taxing the properties ad- 
joining the rights of way. The state as a whole should be 
taxed for road improvements in the country. , 

“At this time, when many states practically have completed 
their initial highway systems and have improved the main 
traffic arteries, it is a good plan to check up on highway 
transportation and to put new money in the roads that 
justify further improvement and extensions in relation to 
the traffic they carry. 

George E. Hamlin of the Connecticut highway commission 
brought expert experience to bear on the subject of excess 
traffic. 

“On highways where the point of saturation is nearly 
reached,” he told the convention, ‘a detailed traffic study 
often will develop a solution of far more value than the 
small cost of such a study. In this way we will be able 


to find the points where grade separation is needed at 
crossings of important highway trunk lines and where the 
old roads should be extended, widened and brought up-to-date. 

“Traffic flows in the line of least resistance and can be

directed in this way. In many eases the elimination of 
congestion and widening of the road will increase the 
highway’s eapacity far beyond the proportionate cost. 

“Road building, now that the crisis in highway transpor- 
tation is about over, should be treated as an exact science. 
We must get correct information first and work to a definite 
end.” 

N. M. Isabella of the Wisconsin highway organization re- 
ported on his year’s study of highway traffic accidents. 

Accidents have grown in comparison with the growth in 
the use of automobiles, he said, until last year a life was 
taken on the highway every time the clock hands moved 
28 minutes. Each 2.5 minutes during the year marked the 
injury of somebody on the highways. Most of the fatal 
accidents are preventable, he believes, through better road 
building and law enforcement. 

He favored uniform motor laws and an adequate highway 
police to enforce them. He also suggested that uniform 
danger signals should be adopted and that lessons in public 
safety should be included in the courses of public schools. 

“These suggestions, if carried out, will do a great deal in 
the prevention of death and accidents due to motor vehicles,” 
Mr. Isabella said. “Everybody from all parts of the country 
will understand them.” 

Problems of administration affecting road building brought 
about a spirited discussion as to the advisability of state 
manufacture of cement to cut building costs. Motives which 
induced the state of Missouri to consider the purchase of a 
cement plant to speed up its road program were explained 
by B. F. Piepmeier, state highway engineer of Missouri. 

State owned cement plants are generally not to be desired. 
Mr. Piepmeier said, but may become a necessity in order 
to reduce expenses. 

State aid in road building is a prime necessity, but state 
ownership of plants for manufacture of materials is not to 
be desired, C. N Connor, construction engineer, Raleigh, 
N. C., said in discussing state purchase of supplies as a 
means of regulating cement supply and price without state 
manufacture. 

After adoption of resolutions which merely confirmed the 
stand taken by the convention on .road matters in recent 
years, considerable dissension cropped out in the vote on 
the city in which next year’s convention will be held. An 
anti-Chicago crowd wanted to take the meeting either to 
Atlantic City or Kansas City because of alleged lack of 
hotel accommodations and indifference on the part of the 
hostelry proprietors here. However, Chicago was finally 
agreed upon, but with the provision that a special committee 
get the hotel-keepers’ promise to provide better accommoda- 
tions than this year. 

Many delegates remained for the annual banquet of the 
association which was held Thursday night. 

About 800 were present when Toastmaster James H. Mac- 
Donald opened the banquet festivities. 

The principal speaker of the evening was Harry T. At- 
wood, who urged a return to the underlying principles of 
the Constitution of the United States as a remedy for the 
ills of the day. His talk, enthusiastically received, was de- 
clared by delegates to be substantially the same doctrines of 
Americanism which Richard H. Edmonds, publisher of 
the MANUFACTURERS REcorRD, has been expounding for twenty 
years and which have been widely quoted by press, pulpit 
and public speakers.

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Reclamation an Important Factor in National Economy. 


DRAINAGE CONGRESS AT ST. LOUIS STUDIES VARIOUS PHASES OF LAND PROBLEMS, 
-LOOKING TO ADOPTION OF NATIONAL PROGRAM AND POLICY.

St. Louis, Mo., January 19. 


Resolutions urging the speedy completion of approved in- 
land waterway projects, approving a national reclamation 
conference, advocating the development of game preserves, 
commending topographic and hydro-graphic investigations, 
and recognizing the need for the appropriation of funds for 
an intensive study of the economies of land reclamation— 
were adopted by the delegates to the twelfth annual conven- 
tion of the National Drainage Congress, which met here on 
Wednesday and Thursday of this week. Practically every 
state was represented, engineers, railroad officials, land- 
owners, contractors, and others interested in drainage and 
reclamation projects attending. The two-day meeting was 
devoted to the discussion of scientific and practical subjects 
touching every phase of reclamation and land improvement. 
Jacob A. Harmon, of Memphis, Tenn., presided at the meet- 
ings. 

The Levee and Drainage Contractors’ Association, of which 
R. H. McWilliams, of Memphis, Tenn., is president and C. S. 
Gannon, of St. Louis, secretary, held its annual convention 
in conjunction with the drainage congress with headquarters 
also at the Jefferson Hotel. 

The reclamation of fertile lands, when efficiently and eco- 
nomically done, has proved to be remunerative to the owners, 
conducive to public health and financially profitable to the 
state stated Lewis A. Jones senior drainage engineer of 
the United States Department of Agriculture, in his address 
outlining, “What Drainage Has Accomplished.” 

“The Fourteenth Census taken January 1, 1920, shows 
that at that time there were 65,495,038 acres of land in 
operating drainage enterprises, estimated to cost when com- 
pleted $434,594,979 or an average of $6.64 per acre,” said 
Mr Jones. “This acreage is approximately 3.8 per cent of 
the total area of the United States. There can be no doubt 
as to the general results obtained by drainage improvements ; 
otherwise the land-owners, who pay the cost of such improve- 
ments, would soon find a method of putting a stop to such 
work. 

“Practically all of the fertile prairie land in the United 
States that can be reclaimed by simple methods of gravity 
drainage, has been drained. The wet land remaining to be 
reclaimed requires complicated and expensive drainage works, 
or consists of cut-over land that must be cleared and put 
into shape for cultivation after drainage has been accom- 
plished. .... At the present time I believe the principal 
problems to be solved in developing our remaining wet 
lands are the economic problems of securing suitable settlers 
for the land and of determining the most successful method 
of financing such settlers during the period between the 
time the drainage improvements are completed and the 
time the land can be put into successful cultivation. Where 
colonization schemes are undertaken an effort should be 
made to determine the least amount of cash a purchaser 
of uncleared drained land should have to develop his 
property, and then to see to it that each purchaser has the 
required capital.” ; 

The greatest demand for development now does not lie in 
the lands that need to be colonized, but in that which is 
under cultivation but which is not properly drained, the 
speaker continued, for in many sections thousands of acres 
are planted to crops, and yields are unsatisfactory due to 
poor drainage. Because these projects do not require new 


settlers or increased, labor or equipment such projects are 
sound from an economic standpoint, and the landowner reaps 
the benefit of good drainage through better crops. 


In discussing “A National Reclamation Law,” Dr. Joseph 
Hyde Pratt, director of the North Carolina Geological and 
Economie Survey and President of Western North Carolina, 
Ine., stated: “Reclamation is just as applicable to over- 
flowed lands, swamp lands, cut-over lands, peat lands, steep 
mountain lands, worn-out lands, gullied and eroded lands 
and marsh lands, as it is to arid and semi-arid lands and 
the Reclamation Act should be applicable to these phases of 
reclamation; provided their reclamation is in the interest of 
the public health or for providing land needed for farm 
homes.” Only within the past few years have the Middle 
West and South become interested in reclamation from a 
national standpoint, he said, and in the meantime appro- 
priations have been almost entirely for arid and semi- 
arid lands by irrigation. ; 

The proper classification as to use of lands intended for 
reclamation is of prime importance, stated Dr. Pratt. This 
includes: Overflowed lands, generally suitable for agricul- 
tural purposes; swamp lands, millions of acres of which are 
available for agriculture, provided plans are made for develop- 
ment of farm homes in connection with drainage; shallow 
lakes and marshes, some of these areas should be retained 
as game sanctuaries and become federal or state-owned, 
and others will have to be drained in the interest of health 
and to make farm ‘ands available; dry lands, the land must 
be carefully studied as to crops it will produce accessibility 
of markets and cost of marketing, as well as adoption of 
plans for colonizing them; cutover lands, their reclamation 
will be for agricultural purposes or reforesting. 


In the South the greater portion of the millions of acres of 
cutover pine lands should for the next generation or two 
be devoted to growing trees, Dr. Pratt said. Part will be 
found available for eattle grazing. The timber to be so 
obtained is one of the sources of our future timber supply, 
and legislation should be passed by the states to encourage 
the owners to co-operate and participate in reforestation. 
In the ease of reclaiming cutover lands for farms the Federal 
government should co-operate and encourage formation of 
districts in which organized work with necessary machinery 
for pulling stumps, installation of distillation plants, etce., 
will be facilitated, and these districts operated similarly to 
the present drainage districts operating throughout the 
South; mountain lands—these tracts should be maintained 
in forests through state and federal co-operation; worn-out, 
gullied and eroded lands—should investigation prove them 
unsuited to agricultural purposes they should be reforested. 
The formation of agricultural districts should be encouraged 
for advancing development of reclaimed lands. 

“The reclamation law should be so framed that it would 
permit federal and state authorities to assist settlers who 
are taking up these reclaimed lands by loans, under certain 
conditions, which will help to carry the settler to a point 
where he can make the land self-sustaining,” said Dr. Pratt. 

Reclamation of over 10,000,000 acres of overflowed lands, 
practically one-fourth the area of the state, to a large extent 
Mississippi delta lands, was discussed in an address, “The 
Drainage Problem in Louisiana,’ by A. T. Dusenbury, con- 
sulting engineer of New Orleans.

Memphis, Tenn., suggested that the Division of Agricultural 
Engineering undertake the acquisition of scientific informa- 
tion concerning run-off land and other fields of drainage 
investigation in which greater knowledge is now needed. 

“Oil Engine Operation of Dredges and Dragline Exca- 
vators.” in connection with reclamation and irrigation work 
was discussed at length by George B. Massey, vice-president 
of Randolph-Perkins Company, of Chicago. 

President Jacob A. Harmon gave a detailed account of 
the drainage and reclamation projects under way in each 
section of the country, and urged that the delegates exert 
themselves in advancing these programs. 

Paul W. Brown, editor of America-at-Work, declared the 
delegates should endeavor to make it possible for the 
thousands forced from the farms to return to agricultural 
pursuits, stating that “Contrary to that which is often told 
us, people have not left the farms because Europe cannot 
buy our wheat, but because of the strides of economic de- 
velopment in the replacement of human power by mechanical 
power.” 

The relation between navigation and drainage and an out- 
line for the development of the 25,000 miles of navigable 
manager of the production department of the St. Louis 
waterways in the United States was presented by Carl Baer, 
Chamber of Commerce.

Details of Proposed $1,000,000 Power Plant at 
Bayboro—To Begin Erection of 6000 K. W. 
Steam Turbine. 

With reference to the erection of its proposed $1,000,000 
power plant at Bayboro, as reported in the MANUFACTURERS 
Itecorp last week, the Pinellas County Power Co. of St. Pe- 
tersburg, Fla., writes: - 

“This company has bought a site at Bayboro, St. Peters- 
burg, and will immediately begin thé erection and installa- 
tion of 6000 K.W. steam turbine plant, expecting to place 
another 6000 next year, and a 10,000 in 1927. The land is 
on the commercial harbor in order to give us adequate con- 
denser water. 

“The plant is being designed and built by the General E’n- 
gineering & Management Corp., of New York, which is the 
holding company for the Pinellas Power Co., being one of 
the A. E. Fitkin Co.’s subsidiaries. E. F. English, vice presi- 
dent and chief engineer has complete charge of design and 
installation. The plant will be designed to burn fuel oil, the 
same as our present plant. 

“This new station is in addition to the present 6500 K.W. 
station we are now operating, the old station ultimately to 
be used for a main distribution or sub-station. The com- 
pany manufactures and distributes all electric power for the 
whole of Pinellas County, excepting Tarpon Springs on the 
extreme north of the county.” 





Plant to Manufacture Mine Doors. 


Beckley, W. Va., January 19—[Special]—The Automatic 
Mine Door Co. has organized and is building a plant at Beck- 
ley Junction to manufacture automatic mine doors, patented 
by W. W. Ferguson. The company is capitalized at $200,000.

Florida’s Wealth Is Nearly Three Times What it Was 
Ten Years Ago. 


A preliminary estimate given by the Department of Com- 
merce shows that the principal forms of wealth for the 
State of Florida increased from $921,796,000 in 1912 to 
$2,423,602,000 December 31,.1922. This is an increase in 
the state’s wealth in ten years of $1,501,204,000, or 162.9 per 
cent. Per capita values increased in the state from $1148 to 
$2341, or 103.9 per cent. 

All classes of property increased in value from 1912 to 
1922. The estimated value of taxed real property and im- 
provements increased from $394,931,000 to $1,440,203,000, 
or 264.7 per cent; exempt real property increased from $34,- 
553,000 to $94,655,000, or 173.9 per cent; live stock from 
$34,422,000 to $38,716,000, or 12.5 per cent; farm implements 
and machinery from $4,943,000 to $8,696,000, or 75.9 per 
cent; manufacturing machinery, tools, and implements from 
$28,791,000 to $74,181,000, or 157.7 per cent; and railroads 
and their equipment from $189,773,000 to $233,548,000, or 
23.1 per cent. Privately owned transportation and trans- 
mission enterprises, other than railroads, increased in value 
from $29,233,000 in 1912 to $62,372,000 in 1922, or 113.4 per 
cent; and stocks of goods, vehicles other than motor, furni- 
ture, and clothing from $205,150,000 to $427,125,000, or 108.2 
per cent. No comparison is possible for the value of motor 
vehicles, which was estimated in 1922 at $44,106,000, be- 
cause a separate estimate was not made in 1912. 

Attention is called by the Department to the fact that the 
increases in money values are to some extent due to the rise 
in prices which has taken place in recent years, and so far 
as that is the case they do not represent corresponding in- 
creases in the quantity of wealth. 





Contract for Hutzler Brothers Extensions. 


Contract has been awarded to the Benjamin F. Bennett 
Building Co. of Baltimore, by the Hutzler Brothers Co., for 
building extensions to its department store on Howard, Clay 
and Saratoga streets, Baltimore. The award covers the first 
two units of construction, one of which provides for the ex- 
tension of the present five-story building south of Clay street, 
and the other for the erection of five additional stories to 
the Saratoga street building. The remainder of the work, 
it is stated, which provides for construction on Howard street, 
will be deferred until the expiration of existing leases on some 
of the properties involved. 

Joseph Evans Sperry is the architect for the improvements 
and Frank Baldwin, the associate architect, both of Baltimore. 


The Lyons Fair. 


The Lyons Fair, held annually at Lyons, France, will hold 
its next sessions from March 3 to March 17, 1924 and Amer- 
ican manufacturers, especially those who make labor saving 
devices and machinery, are cordially invited to participate. 
Emile Garden, official delegate for the United States and 
Canada, 50 Church St., New York, is organizing an American 
demonstration and trade exhibit for those who cannot per- 
scnally be represented at the fair. Edouard Herriot, Mayor 
of Lyons, recently visited the United States and was much 
impressed, it is stated, by the machinery and labor saving 
devices which he saw in use here. 


Austin Sells $850,000 of Bonds. 


Relative to the sale of municipal bonds by the city of 
Austin, Texas, a special telegram to the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp states: “Texas Bank & Trust Co. of Austin bought 
$850,000 Austin city five per cent bonds at par and accrued 
interest ; $100,000 cash, rest deferred payment.”

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Cheap Labor Is the Most Costly. 


IMMIGRATION AND MERCHANT MARINE PROBLEMS DISCUSSED AT MID-YEAR MEETING OF 
EASTERN DIVISION, CHAMBER OF COMMERCE OF THE UNITED STATES.

Philadelphia, Pa., January 19. 

Immigration and a merchant marine were the most prom- 
inent subjects at the first mid-year meeting of the Eastern. 
Division of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States 
which met in this city on Thursday and Friday of this 
week. 

E. J. Henning, Assistant Secretary of Labor, argued that 
cheap labor is the most costly in results and said that in the 
days before the Civil War in this country the New England 
states advanced industrially with well paid labor but the 
South with slave labor did not. He asserted that the 
cheapest labor in the long run was that born under the 
American flag, brought up in our own schools, that is mar- 
ried and has a family; such a man produces more unit 
assets at’ a less cost per unit than cheap alien labor can 
produce. 


Continuing Mr. Henning urged that immigrants be enrolled 
so that those who are found undesirable may be deported 
and he said that there are 100 unlawful admissions of aliens 
to the United states every day, and furthermore it is esti- 
mated that half of the total number of persons deported 
during the last twenty years are now back in this country. 
The Department of Labor has found that there are 50,000 
anarchists and communists here and other sources have esti- 
mated their number at half a million. 

“There is no greater fallacy,” said Mr. Henning, “than 
the thought on the part of certain interests in America that 
bringing in a lot of cheap labor from Europe is going to 
help the situation.” 

Prof. E. V. Wilcox, of the ‘Country Gentleman,” said that 
the Negro since the late war has become a national prob- 
lem; not the South’s, and he stated that since 1917 there had 
come North 800,000 negroes and that if this rate continued 
one half of the South’s negro population would be out of 
that section by 1930. “As a rule,” continued Mr. Wilcox, 
“the negro has fitted into the industrial life of the country. 
Investigation shows that he needs encouragement. In De- 
troit 50 per cent of the negro population carries life insur- 
ance. Better wages and better educational facilities have 
drawn these negroes North.” 

Wm. A. Aery, of the “Southern Workman,” Hampton, Va.., 
said: “Sooner or later a definite stand must be taken by 
American business men who must decide whether or not 
negroes are going to get a square deal.” He added that 
everybody could aid in this except politicians and he urged 
that a premium be placed on good negroes and that others 
be excluded. 

Resolutions adopted urged that the studies of the Com- 
mittee on Immigration of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States be speedily concluded and that specific recom- 
mendations on the subject of immigration be made. This 
committee in a report made some time ago advocated the 
selective principle and urged that immigrants should meas- 
ure up to definite physical, mental and moral standards. 
The committee is composed of John W. O’Leary, vice presi- 
dent Chicago Trust Co., chairman; Owen D. Young, V. P. 
General Electric Co.. New York; Wallace M. Alexander, of 
Alexander & Baldwin, Ltd., San Francisco; Henry Bruere, 
4th V. P. Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., New York; J. T. 
Duryea, president of Pierce, Butler & Pierce Mfg. Corp., 
New York; Harry A. Garfield, president Williams College, 
Williamstown, Mass.; Charles Nagel, of St. Louis, former 
Secretary of Commerce & Labor; Francis W. Shephardson, 


of Chicago; T. E. Jackson, Southwestern Manager of the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., Dallas, Tex. 

As to the establishment of a merchant marine it was the 
concensus of opinion that the Government should get out of 
the shipping business as soon as possible, “even,” as one 
speaker said, “it were necessary to dispose of its large 
fleet of ships for a price as low as $1 a ton.” 

Norman B. Beecher, formerly admiralty counsel of the 
Shipping Board, said that private capital could not be ex- 
pected to invest in ships so long as the Board’s ships cover all 
the practicable routes to all parts of the world and Congress 
appropriates *money to meet losses sustained in their opera- 
tion. He urged the removal of restrictions on American ship 
operators so as to enable them to compete with foreign ship 
owners; also the sale of ships to the highest bidders if they 
agreed to run them over designated routes for five years. 
If there were no bids he would charter the ships and if that 
could not be done he would sell the operation of the routes 
to the highest bidders. 

Wm. J. Conlen, of Philadelphia, opposed the suggestion 
that the trade routes be sold, but he said: “If we cannot 
get Congress to have the ships sold so as to get them into 
the hands of private operators, then the next best thing is 
form corporations and have them partly financed out of the 
revolving fund that has not been used. Let the private cor- 
porations be really managed by private operators with the 
Shipping Board represented on their board.” Mr. Conlen 
did not approve a suggestion by Mr. Beecher for a regulatory 
body to have control of shipping. 

Resolutions were adopted looking to action by the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States to clearly define its posi- 
tion as to the merchant marine before Congress. 

There was a large attendance at the meeting it being esti- 
mated that there were nearly if not quite 1000 representatives 
of business in eighteen states extending from as far north- 
ward as Maine and as far south as Florida. 

Concerning tax reduction and a soldiers’ bonus the prevail- 
ing sentiment of the meeting was in favor of Secretary Mel- 
lon’s plan and against a bonus. Julius H. Barnes, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States, said that 
the Government must stimulate enlargement of opportunities, 
strengthen the security of earnings and expand individual 
opportunity. In other words he urged good team work for 
the advancement of the country. President Rea, of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, was also one of the speakers, who 
made a plea for relief of railroad managements from further 
restrictions and inquiries in order that they may devote their 
energies to giving transportation service to the public. 





Southern Plant Ships Train Load of Automobile 
Bod:es to Japan. 


One thousand automobile bodies for export to Japan, manu- 
factured at’ the Lumberton, Miss., plant of the Martin-Parry 
Corporation, were recently handled by the Southern Railway 
System in record time to New Orleans, states the Southern 
News Bulletin. The automobile bodies were loaded in 17 
cars and transferred to the steamer at’ New Orleans. 

The Lumberton factory had the entire shipment loaded on 
ears within six days after receiving the order. Plant man- 


ager, H. C. Yawn, Jr., stated that the shipment was further 
expedited by the prompt and efficient manner in which the 
railroad handled it. 
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SOUTHERN POWER COMPANY TO BEGIN 
BUILDING TWO POWER PLANTS. 
To Develop 80,000 Horsepower—Contract Awarded 
for Rhodiss Development to Cost $5,000,000. 


Following favorable action of the State Corporation Com- 
mission at Raleigh on the petition of the Southern Power Co. 
of Charlotte, N. C., for increased power rates, the company 
announces its intention to construct immediately a 40,000 
horsepower hydro-electric plant at Rhodiss, N. C., and a 40,- 
000 horsepower steam plant at Duncan, S. C. Contract has 
been awarded to the Rinehart & Dennis Co., Inc. of Charlottes- 
ville, Va., for the construction of the Rhodiss plant, which will 
be located in Burke and Caldwell counties, about ten miles 
from Hickory. The company wires: 

“Contract has been awarded us by Western Carolina Power 
Co. for their Rhodiss job; approximate cost $5,000,000 ; similar 
to job built Mount Holly, one unit less; capacity 60,000 
kilowatts; W. S. Lee, chief engineer, Southern Power Co., 
Charlotte.” 

The plant at Duncan will be about four-fifths the size of 
the steam plant at Mt. Holly, which was originally built 
for 10,000 horsepower and extended last summer for 40,000 
horsepower additional. 

It is stated that the demand for increased use of electric 
power supplied by the Southern Power Co. has been so great 
in the past’ several months that construction work on these 
two additional plants will be pushed rapidly in order to make 
available as soon as possible the increased power which the 
plants will furnish. 

J. B. Duke of Charlotte and New York is the president of 
the Southern Power Co. and Charles I. Burkholder of Char- 
lotte is one of its vice-presidents.

Will Expend $250,000 in Church Building and 


Extension Program.

The program of the National Rice Day Carnival, held at 
Lake Charles, La., on November 16, has been issued in souve- 
nir form, beautifully illustrated and attractively enclosed “in 
a detachable cover and a copy of it has been received by the 
MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD from the Lake Charles Association 
of Commerce. This was the second annual observance of 


Rice Day which has been brought about by the fact that the 
cultivation of rice in Louisiana has become so important as 


to make this product one of the chief resources of the state 
and it has become desirable to thus direct the attention of 
the entire country to the rice industry. 

The book contains a deal of information about the value 
of rice as food and instructions are given in various recipes 
as to how to prepare it for the table. One of these is a mas- 
ter recipe for boiling rice and it should be read by everyone 
interested. Sketches of several important cities and towns 
of Louisiana are included in the publication and the pictures 
are exceedingly pretty. It is interesting, in this connection, 
to observe that upon the completion of the Intercoastal Canal 
between the Calcasieu and the Sabine rivers Lake Charles 
will be a port that can be reached by ocean going steamers, 
which will be in a position to exchange freight to and from 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad that will have tracks along the 
water front for more than a mile. 





Proposed Channel from Pamlico Sound to the 
Atlantic—Bids Soon to Be Invited. 


Morehead City, N. C., January 19—[Special]—The North 
Carolina Fisheries Commission of Morehead City, J. K. 
Dixon, chairman, has prepared plans and specifications which 
will probably be advertised within the next few weeks, for 
re-opening New Inlet, near Rodanthe, Dare County, and 
dredging a channel through the inlet into Pamlico Sound. 

Work to be done is divided into two parts, one consisting 
of the excavation of a channel with a bottom width of 
60 feet, side slopes 2:1 to a depth of 6 feet below low water 
in Pamlico Sound for a distance of about 8200 feet from 
the old tidal channel in Pamlico Sound eastward to a point 
near shore, and estimated to contain 84,000 cubic yards; 
also to dredge a canal through the banks to the Atlantic 
Ocean with a bottom width of 225 feet, side slopes 2:1 to 
the same depth as the channel cut and estimated to contain 
156,000 cubic yards. 

The second part of the contract, optional with the com- 
mission as to whether it shall be done, will involve the con- 
struction of one or more timber pile and sheet-pile spur 
dykes on the sea shore, together with additional excavation 
and disposal of dredged material. The amount of excava- 
tion under this second part is guaranteed to be not less 
than 40,000 cubic yards or more than 140,000 cubic yards. 

The estimated quantities of work under both sections of 
the job are 280,000 eubie yards of dredging: 1900 linear feet 
of untreated timber piles, 13,000 board feet untreated pine 
lumber, wales and sheet piling and 600 pounds of galvanized 
iron bolts. 

Brent S. Drane, consulting engineer of Charlotte, N. C., 
is in charge of the work for the commission. 





Engineers Engaged for $670,000 of Improvements 
at Daytona, Fla. 


In connection with the selection of engineers for municipal 
improvements at Daytona, Fla., a special telegram to the 
MANUFACTURERS RECORD states: 

“Harrington, Howard & Ash of Kansas City were made 
supervising engineers to prepare plans and _ specifications 
for $670,000 of municipal improvements at Daytona, for 
which bonds were recently sold. These improvements include 
river front park, paving and addition to waterworks and 
sewerage system. Bids for construction will be advertised 
later through the supervising engineers.” 

It is stated that the engineers will not only prepare plans 
and specifications for the work, but will be retained through- 
out the period improvements are in progress as the city’s 
representatives to inspect material to be used and pass 
on the work being done. Bonds for the improvements were 
recently sold to the Merchants Bank & Trust Co. of Day- 
tona. 
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New Twine Mill of International Harvester Company 
Now in Operation at New Orleans. 


Conveniently located with reference to the main source of 
raw fiber supply in Yucatan, Mexico, the International Har- 
vester Co. of Chicago has installed and recently put into 
operation at New Orleans a new binder twine mill which 
eventually will be the largest of several twine mills operated 
by this company. 

Binder twine is essential in considerable quantities wher- 
ever small grain is ripened in shocks and cut by the modern 
labor-saving binder. The increasing use of binders in the 
corn belt is also tending to build up demand for its product. 

The new mill will be in what was formerly building No. 1 
of the United States army supply base. This a six-story re- 
inforced concrete building, 140 by 600 feet, and is similar in 
size and design to two other buildings running parallel to it. 
It is ideally located for use as a twine mill, situated at the 
confluence of the Mississippi River and the new $20,000,000 
inter-harbor industrial navigation canal. Directly in front 
of the building on the Mississippi River is a concrete wharf, 
from which ships may load or unload. A steel shed on the 
wharf is directly connected to the twine mill by a covered 
two-level passageway. 

Advantages of a location in New Orleans with its great 
inland harbor, for the manufacture of twine which in its 
raw state must come by ship from foreign ports, and which in 
its finished state goes in considerable quantities to foreign 
countries, or may be shipped by boat to various United States 
ports, are pronounced. Even before the former army supply 
base building was made available the Harvester company had 
been contemplating building a twine mill in New Orleans 
with wharfing facilities such as those now provided.

As mentioned, the main source of raw-product supply is 
Yucatan, Mexico, the plant from which sisal fiber is produced 
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being known in Yucatan as henequin. It requires from five 
to seven years for the henequin plants to mature. Fiber is 
obtained from the long spear-like leaves, which are harvested 
every week of the year. 

After the leaves have been passed through cleaning ma- 
chines, the fiber is placed in wire racks and dried and 
bleached in the sun. It is then pressed into bales, weighing 
about 380 pounds, for shipment to this country. It takes 60 
hours for a shipload to come from Progreso, the main port 
of Yucatan, to New Orleans. 

Manila fiber is also utilized in the manufacture of binder

Special machinery is provided in the form of cranes and 
small trucks and trailers for conveying the bales of fiber 
from the wharf to the storage floors of the twine mill. It is 
planned also to make use of the new McCormick-Deering 
10-20 industrial tractor equipped with rubber wheels for this 
purpose. Total storage capacity available at the New Orleans 
Twine Mill is 70,000 bales of fiber and 10,000 tons of twine. 

After careful inspection and sorting the fiber is passed over

machines called breakers where it is combed and formed into 


long masses of fiber called slivers. These slivers are next 
passed through drawing frames where the twine is drawn 
into thinner slivers and further combed. The completely 
prepared slivers then are ready for spinning machines where 
the fiber is spun into twine and balled. 

Production at the New Orleans mill will be devoted entirely 
to what is called the big ball. This is a new development 
and is creating a great amount of interest in the agricultural 
world. It is said to make the harvesting of grain easier and 
more efficient. 

In the old ball, which weighed 4.8 pounds, a loose honey- 


comb criss-cross method of winding has been utilized. The 
new ball weighs eight pounds and is a solid cylinder with 
strands packed in close and even, layer on top of layer. The 
new ball, moreover, is protected by a reinforcing covering 
consisting of two layers of twine wrapped around the ball in 
lattice effect by a special machine. This covering acts as a 
protection from any possible rough handling in shipping, aids 
in retaining the shape of the ball and stands firm until all 
the twine is used. thus preventing collapse of the outer 
strands with resulting tangles and disruptions in binder op- 
eration. The close packing of twine in the big ball, in- 
creases the footage 66.6 per cent with small increase in size, 
six balls doing the work of ten old balls. Two balls go into 
the twine can as heretofore, but the increased lengths neces- 
sitate only three-fifths as many stops in the field for twine. 
Sisal twine averages about 500 feet to the pound, while twine 
from Manila fiber averages somewhat higher in footage. 

Eventually 1800 spinners will be placed in operation at the 
New Orleans Twine Mill and the average production obtained 
with these, it is expected, will be 120,000 pounds of twine 
per working day of 9 hours. 





Further Details of Baltimore’s Proposed $500,000 
Natatorium—2,500,000 Gallon Swimming Pool. 


Discussing the $500,000 natatorium to be erected on prop- 
erty at Carlin’s Park, Baltimore, by the Natatorium Asso- 
ciation, Inc., Alexander S. Lynch of New Haven, Conn., engi- 
neers for the swimming pool and filtration and purification 
systems, writes the MANUFACTURERS RECORD: 

“The pool itself will be constructed of reinforced concrete, 
using twisted bars and steelerete for reinforcing. Joints in 
the pool are made water-tight by the use of inserted copper 
in the expansion joints in the walls and by caulking the 
joints between the floor and the walls with jute and lead wool 
and fillings with a plastic cement or pitch and tar. 

“The filtration system will be of the so-called pressure type 
of sufficient’ size to filter 2,500,000 gallons of water at a rate 
not exceeding four gallons per square foot of filter area per 
minute every 24 hours. The piping system of this pool is en- 
tirely new and has a reversible flow feature on which we are 
applying for patent rights. The purification plant will con- 
sist of ultra violet ray apparatus together with chlorine. On 
this plant we will use the Marsh system of chlorination 
wherein we manufacture our own chlorine at the pool and 
inject gas directly into the water, instead of the methods 
formerly used of buying the gas at Niagara Falls or some of 
the other large chlorine producing plants. In addition to 
these two systems of purification, the water will be aerated 
by passing over a large falls in the building itself. 

“The buildings in connection with the pool are being de- 
signed by David M. Ach of New York city and will be com- 
plete in every way, with individual dressing rooms, lockers 
and a new system of checking clothes, so that we can get 
a maximum number of bathers in a minimum of dressing 
space.” 

Buildings will include the filter house, laundry, restaurant 
and promenade, all to be fireproof. 

It is understood that Norton, Bird & Whitman of Baltimore 
will supervise all construction, which will be done by local 
contractors. 





Glass Plant to Install New Blowing Machines. 


Clarkspurg, W. Va., January 19—[Special]—To permit the 
installation of Hilton type blowing machines. the Lafayette 
Glass Co. of Northview has increased its capital from $150,- 
000 to $250,000, following recent action of the stockholders. 
Four machines are to be installed immediately, with a ¢a- 
pacity of 4500 boxes of glass a week. Operations with the 
new machines will begin in the next thirty days. 
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1923 Record Year in Oil Industry. 


In the year 1928 the domestic production and consumption 
oi crude oil and of refined gasoline broke all previous records. 
The estimates of the American Petroleum Institute are: 
Domestie gross crude oil production 745,000,000 barrels, an 
increase of 187,000,000 barrels, or 33.6 per cent over 1922. 
Imports of crude oil amounted to 80,000,000 barrels, a de- 
crease of 30,000,000 barrels, or 27,3 per cent. Total domes- 
tic production and imports of crude oil amounted to 825,- 
000,000 barrels, an increase of 157,000,000 barrels, or 23.6 per 
cent over 1922. ‘onsumption, including exports, amounted 
to 730,000,000 barrels, an increase of 154,000,000 barrels, or 

26.7 per cent over 1922. 

Domestic production of refined gasoline was approximately 
179,000,000 barrels, an increase of 31,000.000 barrels over 1922, 
or 21 per cent. Consumption of refined gasoline, including 
exports, was approximately 175,000,000 barrels, an increase 
of 35,000,000 barrels, or 25 per cent. 

On January 1, 1924, approximately 327,000,000 barrels of 
erude oil were on hand in pipe line and tank farm storage, 
and 138,000,000 barrels of crude and refined products at re- 
fineries, a combined total of 465,000,000 barrels, or an in- 
crease of 93,000,000 barrels during the year 1923. Doubt- 
less also a comparatively small amount of stocks accumu- 
lated in producers’ tanks, figures for which are not yet avail- 
able. 

Despite the enormous increase in consumption, the lack 
of equilibrium between the supply and the demand forced 
the price of crude oil and of gasoline below the cost of pro- 
duction of the average producer; and the market value of 
the total stocks of crude oil on hand declined considerably 
below cost. 

The production situation in 1923 was unprecedented. 
More large new pools were brought in contemporaneously 
than in any previous period of equal length. In the past 
23 years, 23 oil pools, producing at their peak approximately 
100,000 barrels per day or more, have been developed. Eight 
of these pools reached their peak in the year 1923. In Octo- 
ber, 1923, 3800 oil wells in a few fields produced approxi- 
mately 1,200,000 barrels of oil per day; whereas, for example, 
in August, 1922, more than 30,000 wells were required to 
produce the same quantity of oil. In 1918, the last year 
of the war, there were 203,379 producing wells in the United 
States, with a daily average production of 975,145 barrels. 
The 3800 wells referred to produced more oil per day by 
23 per cent than did the 203,379 in 1918. 

The high point in production during the year 1928, over a 
weekly period. was 2,280,700 barrels per day. Production 
for the week ended December 29, was 1.927.750 barrels, or a 
decline of more than 350,000 barrels per day. 

The influence of price upon new work is well illustrated 
by the figures as to completions of wells in the Mid-Continent 
Field. In May, 1928, under the impetus of price advances 
early in the year, 1516 wells were completed. Declines in 
crude oil prices occurred, and in November, 1923, 631 wells 
were completed. This was the smallest number of com- 
pictions in the Mid-Continent Field in any month save two 
in the past five years. On the average during that period 
1216 wells per month were completed. 








Opening Mines in Logan County, W. Va. 


Logan, W. Va., January 19—[Special.]—Capitalized ‘at 
$100,000, the Dwyer Coal Co. will operate on an extensive 
scale in the Chapmansville section of Logan county where the 
company has 500 acres under lease. It is now driving an 
opening with the expectation of operating in the Alma seam 
which has a five-foot vein.

Bauxite Output in 1923 Equals Pre-War Figures. 


About 500,000 long tons of bauxite was produced in the 
United States in 1923, according to the Geological Survey. 
This quantity is equal to the largest annual domestic produc- 
tion before the World War. The largest producer was the 
American Bauxite Co., whose plant at Bauxite, Ark., is said 
to have handled about 1000 tons a day. Three other com- 
panies also mined bauxite in Pulaski and Saline counties, 
Ark. The operations in the eastern fields were less exten- 








Sive, as the older deposits there are worked out. About eight 
companies, however, were working deposits in Alabama, 
Georgia, and Tennessee, and the output was probably not 
much less than in 1922, when 42,810 long tons were pro- 
duced. New deposits like those worked in Macon, Sumter, 
and Wilkinson counties, in central Georgia, were opened in 
1923 in east-central Alabama. 

The imports of bauxite, most of it from South America 
but some from France and Dalmatia, amounted to 8500 tons 
a month, indicating a total for the year of 102,000 tons, as 
compared with 23,656 tons in 1922. All the bauxite received 
from South America came entirely from British Guiana, 
where the Demerara Bauxite Co. reopened its mines and 
completed its drying and loading equipment at Mackenzie, 
on Demerara River, 60 miles above Georgetown. This 
bauxite, which is said to be of excellent grade, was used by 
manufacturers of aluminum and aluminum salts. It can 
probably be landed and sold at eastern markets cheaper than 
domestic bauxite, even after the import duty of $1 a ton has 
been paid and its importation will seriously affect the busi- 
ness of some domestic bauxite miners. A large drying and 
loading plant was erected on Cottica River, 100 miles above 
Paramaribo, Dutch Guiana, from which bauxite will be 
exported during 1924. 

Domestic bauxite was quoted at $6 to $9 a ton until June, 
1923, but afterward the quotations on all grades dropped 50 
cents a ton. Foreign bauxite was quoted $1 lower than do- 
mestic until the price was reduced, when the difference was 
only 25 cents a ton. 





Big Program of Public Improvements at Winston- 
Salem—$2,250,000 in 1923 and $4,000,000 
for Buildings. 

Winston-Salem, N. C., January 19—[Special.]—Figures 
recently published by the Twin-City Sentinel indicate that 
a total of nearly $2,250,000 was expended here during 1923 
for public improvements and about $4,000,000 for buildings. 
The program outlined for 1924 promises great activity along 
all lines of industrial and construction work. 

Among the more important public improvements were the 
following: Construction of 16 miles of street paving, in- 
cluding grading, curbing and draining, at a cost of $1,301,100; 
15 miles of sidewalk, $90,000; sewer extensions, 18 miles, 
$163,200; water extensions, 23.5 miles, $237,700; elimination 
of grade crossings, $110,000; opening and widening streets, 
$50,000, and for the operation and maintenance of utilities, 
$272,500. 

This year’s plans will involve an expenditure of about 
$3,750,000, including $1,500,000 for street paving, $300,000 for 
water and sewer extensions, $350,000 for a new sewerage 
disposal plant, $250,000 for new filter plant, $350,000 for a 
municipal market, in addition to other work. 

A noteworthy feature of building operations for 1923 was 
the construction of churches, schools and homes, it being es- 
timated that church construction alone cost $1,500,000. 





Cotton in Western Texas, Etc. 


“Texas Opportunities,” a monthly recently established at 
Dallas, Tex., is styled “A Magazine With a Mission.” The 
fourth number, that for December, carries on the front cover 
page a picture of a cotton field in the western part of Texas 
near Big Spring, a field which is mentioned as “typical.” The 
opening article relates to the future prospects of cotton in 
that part of the state. Another prominent article concerns 
a large irrigation project for Wichita Falls. There are sey- 
eral interesting and excellent illustrations and other features 
of general interest. 
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May Develop Hydro-Electric Project on Holston 
River—Considering Plant to Cost Over $625,000. 


Bristol, Va.-Tenn.—The development of a hydro-electric 
project on the Holston River, to cost in excess of $625,000, is 
being considered by the two cities of Bristol as a means of 
providing a plentiful supply of water for the cities as well as 
cheap electrical power. In a report submitted by the Ambler 
Engineering Co. of Richmond, it is estimated that a 25-foot 
dam at Sag Ford Gap about eight miles from Bristol, would 
create a lake of 239 acres including the river bed, while a 
35-foot dam would create a pond of 368 acres, and one of 45 
feet, a lake of 514 acres. 

The power house would be three stories, the lower story 
built to a point above flood level would be of rubble stone, 
and the two upper stories of brick. Hydraulic and electrical 
machinery would be located on the two upper floors. There 
would be four turbines, to which generators would be direct 
connected, the latter to generate 60 cycle alternating current 
at 11,000 volts. At Bristol there would be a small brick 
sub-station with nine transformers divided into three banks 
for stepping down the voltage from 11,000 to 2300. All 
necessary switchboards, measuring and controlling instru- 
ments, circuit breakers, lightning arresters, etc. would be 
placed. The transmission line would be of wood pole con- 
struction, with crossarms and insulators. 

After studying the report, the city officials may present 
the project to the people of the two cities and ask for am 
expression on a bond issue to defray the cost of construction. 





Contract for Ford Assembly Plant at Memphis— 
Three Main Units to Cost $1,200,000. 


Memphis, Tenn.—General contract for the erection of its 
assembly plant here has been awarded by the Ford Motor 
Co. of Detroit, to the Blair Construction Co. of Memphis. 
As previously reported by the MANUFACTURERS REcorD, the 
Virginia Bridge & Iron Co. of Roanoke, Va., has contract for 
all structural steel work. This plant will consist of three 
main units to cost about $1,200,000 and work will begin im- 
mediately. It is thought that construction will have been 
completed by August. 

The plant will be 301 by 800 feet and will be equipped with 
the Pond system of lighting and ventilating. It will employ 
about 1200 men at the beginning of operations. Albert Kahn 
of Detroit is the architect and C. M. Alexander of Memphis 
is local manager of the Ford interests. 





New Baltimore School to Cost About $500,000. 


Contracts have been awarded by the Board of Awards of 
Baltimore, of which Mayor Howard W. Jackson is president, 
for the erection of the Jackson Place school which will cost 
complete about $500,000. Palmer C. Street of Baltimore was 
awarded contract for the erection of the building and for the 
installation of the heating plant, at a total of $428,700. Con- 
tracts were awarded to the H. E. Crook Co., Inc., also of 
Baltimore, at $23,172 for wiring and plumbing, and at $16,949 
for lighting. 

The building will be three stories and basement, 111 by 
211.10 feet, and is designed to accommodate 1000 pupils. It 
will have a reinforced concrete, slate and promenade tile roof, 
with marble, tile, mastic and wood floors. A roof garden will 
be provided for open air classes and playground. Theo. Wells 
Pietsch of Baltimore is the architect. 





Purchases 139 Building Lots—To Erect Bungalows.

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Record Year in Coke Production in 1923—South 
Made 50 Per Cent Increase Over Its 1922 Output. 


A new record in the output of by-product coke was estab- 
lished in 1923. The total production of all coke during the 
year has been exceeded but twice in the history of the coun- 
try. The 2,999,000 tons reported by producers for December 
brought the year’s output of by-product coke up to 37,527,000 
net tons. This was an increase of 6,693,000 tons over the 
1920 output, hitherto the maximum. 

The combined production of beehive and by-product coke 
was about 55,487,000 tons, an amount almost equal to that 
of 1917 and only 1.8 per cent less than the record set in the 
war year, 1918, reports the Geological Survey in its review 
ef the coke industry for 1923. 

Production from by-product ovens passed the production 
of beehive ovens in November, 1918, and since that date by- 
product coke has been continuously in the lead. In 1923, 
67.6 per cent of the total was contributed by by-product ovens 
and 52.4 per cent by beehive ovens. These figures are es- 
pecially significant when it is remembered that the year was 
one of heavy consumption and favorable prices, conditions 
which should call forth maximum activity in the beehive 
industry under the present ratio of capacity to demand.

The recovery in coke production was associated with great 
activity in the iron industry, and with a shortage of house- 
hold fuel. 

In comparison with 1922, both branches of the industry re- 
perted a great increase in output. For by-product coke the 
increase amounted to 8.976,000 tons, or 31 per cent. Produc- 
tion of beehive coke showed a still larger increase because 
the strike in the Connellsville region had artificially re- 
stricted operations the year before.

The production of by-product and bee-hive coke in the 


Scuth in 1923 was 9,869,000 tons compared with 6,588,000 
tons in 1922, or an increase of 3,281,000 tons or nearly 50 


per cent. The production of by-product coke in the South 
in 1923 was 7,032,000 tons compared with 5,859,000 tons in 
1922. The South increased its bee-hive output from 1,229,- 
000 tons in 1922 to 2,837,000 tons in 1928. 

At 100 per cent operation with all ovens active and all 
conditions favorable, the plants in existence at the end of 
1923 could produce 44,092,000 tons of coke a year. When 
the ovens under construction are in operation this total will 
be increased to 48,350,000 tons of coke. The plants now 
built have a coal-carbonizing capacity of 100 per cent oper- 
ations of 63,000,000 tons, and this will be increased by the 
ovens under construction to a little over 69,000,000 tons. 

Accurate statistics of recovery of by-products from. coke- 
oven operations in 1925 will not be available for some, time. 
The following preliminary estimates are obtained hy assum- 
ing that the quantity of by-products recovered during 1923 
bore the same relation to the known production. of coke in 
1923 as in 1922:

Increased Lead and Zinc in 1923. 


The mine and refinery output of lead in the United States 
in 1928 each made a fair gain, and the mine and smelter out- 
put of zine each increased about one-third, according to the 
Geological Survey. 

The output of soft lead from mines in the Mississippi 
Valley and the small output from mines in the Eastern States 
amounted to about 243,000 short tons, and that of argentif- 
erous lead from mines in the Western States amounted to 
about 291,000 tons. a total of 534,000 tons. The corre- 
sponding figures for 1922 were 267.441 tons from the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and 209,408 tons from the Western States, a 
total of 476,849 tons. The southeastern Missouri district 
made the largest output, 173.000 tons, as compared with 
176.768 tons in 1922. The Coeur d’Alene district of Idaho 
came next with about 122,000 tons, a gain of nearly 25 per 
cent. Utah made an output of about 104,000 tons, a gain 
of over 50 per cent. The imports of lead in ore for eleven 
months were 28.957 tons, 80 per cent of which came from 
Mexico. and those of lead in bullion were about 72.513 tons, 
almost wholly from Mexico. The lead content of lead ore 
and base bullion in bonded warehouses on November 1 was 
66,267 tons. 

The price at Joplin of 80 per cent lead concentrates, which 
at the beginning of the year was $93 a ton, rose by the 
middle of March to $121 a ton. then fell by the middle of 
July to $60 a ton, and again rose by the middle of August 
to $80. The price remained level until December, rising to 
about $105 a ton at the end of the year. 

The recoverable zine content of ore mined in 1923 was 
about 623.000 tons, as compared with 472,184 tons in 1922. 
The output of the Eastern States was about 99.000 tons (75 
per cent from New Jersey). that of the Central States about 
395,000 tons, and that of the Western States about 129,000 
tons, as compared with 94,041, 296,430, and 81.713 tons, 
respectively, in 1922. The upper Mississippi Valley region is 
credited with an output of about 17.000 tons, and the Joplin 
district with an output of about 378.000 tons. Oklahoma 
made the largest output, about 247,000 tons. nearly 214 times 
as much as any other State. In 1923 Montana produced 
about 67,500 tons, as compared with 59.535 tons in 1922. 

The imports of zine in ore in 1928 and the zine in ore in 
bonded warehouses at the beginning and end of the year 
were inconsiderable. 

Zine concentrates containing 60 per cent of zinc were worth 
$41 in Joplin at the beginning of the year. rising to $50 in 
March, but declining to $33 a ton in the midyear. The price 
gradually rose to $40 by the end of August and remained’ at 
or near that point until the end of the year. 
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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Strong Feeling in Steel Market. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., January 21—[Special.]—Steel mill opera- 
tions have rounded the turn in strong manner. From April 
to December of last year there was a decrease:of 28 per cent 
in the rate of steel ingot production, the decrease from Novem- 
ber to December being 5 per cent. Operations are now at a 
rate well above the November rate. Predictions are that 
February and March will show successive increases over the 
present rate, but of course this is not positively assured as 
yet. January is in fact not a good month for establishing 
trends in steel, March and October being unusually the 
pivotal months. 


This is the time of year for letting of fabricated steel con- 
tracts to be on the increase, and the gain thus far shown is 
quite heavy. In the experience of a year ago, November, 
1922, was the low month, with bookings of fabricated steel 
contracts equal to 49 per cent of the fabricating shop capacity. 
There were successive increases until March, 1923, showed 
lettings at 94 per cent. This time October was the low 
month, with 48 per cent, this being followed by 53 per cent 
in November, and in-the past week the Department of Com- 


merce reports lettings last month at 81 per cent. This com-_ 


pares with 60 per cent in December, 1922, suggesting that 
the whole business is running on a higher seale. Current 
reports are of a number of long pending projects coming up 
for action, foreshadowing heavier bookings still in February 
and March. 


There is a mixed showing among the different steel products 
as to buying activity at the present time. In the last month 
or two of the old year there was moderately heavy buying 
for early deliveries, and a cert'iain amount of first quarter 
eontracting, in certain lines, and some of these lines are now 
relatively quiet as to new buying, the business having already 
been done. This is the case in sheets, hot and cold rolled 
strips, cold finished bars and railroad spikes. Tin plate and 
rails, of course, were well sold up long ago for the first half 
of this year. All these lines are now relatively quiet. 

In wire products, in tubular goods generally and in mer- 
chant bars there has been a continued increase in buying 
week by week for several weeks past. Structural shapes of 
course are moving, as indicated by the fabricated steel lettings 
reported, since the shops get protection on the mill shapes 
before bidding on structural jobs, and then close for the 
steel at once if they get the contract. 


The buying of wire products is chiefly by jobbers, who are 
building up stocks, though they are not buying with such 
not buying with such enthusiasm as a year ago, when they 
were needlessly alarmed over possibilities of labor shortage 
hampering wire mill operations in the spring. In pipe mill 
products there is heavier buying week by week both of oil 
country goods by jobbers in the oil fields and of merchant 
pipe by jobbers in all sections. Merchant bars are being 
specified well by manufacturing consumers, who have con- 
tracts for the quarter, and there is increasing buying by 
jobbers, frequently in larger lots than are usually taken at 
a time. 

The mills find that many jobbers, in wire products, bars, 
pipe and other steel products, have an eye on the practically 
certain prospect that there will be a suspension April 1 at 
the union bituminous coal mines, and desire to have their 
stocks in good shape before that date. 

It has developed that one of the two purchases of heavy 
melting steel scrap reported a week ago was at $22 instead 
of the $21.50 then named. There has been no further buying 
in the Pittsburgh district but two Youngstown district mills 
have bought in the past week, one paying $22 and the other 
$23, with a somewhat stricter specification and inspection. 


Scrap is too high relative to pig iron, and the peculiar condi- 
tion is the talk of the trade. While there have been fair 
sized tonnages bought the advance in prices seems to be some- 
what too strong and the dealers are more or less puzzled. 
There is obviously a scarcity of offerings of scrap but whether 
much scrap is being held back from the market is another 
question. As scrap refuses to stop advancing the trade holds 
that pig iron ought to advance, say $2 a ton at least. How- 
ever, it has not done so thus far. 

Basie pig iron is still quotable at $21, valley, on the basis 
that there have been no sales at higher prices, and no bids 
by consumers. Scrap dealers are reported to have bid $22, 
but the furnaces usually do not care to sell to dealers. 
Foundry iron is stiffer, as two 1000-ton lots have gone at 
$22.50, valley, which formerly was the market only on small 
lots, attractive orders being at $22. As pig iron is usually 
sluggish in advancing or declining, not being as sensitive as 
serap, the advance that is considered logically necessary may 
be simply deferred a short time. 


Further Strength Manifest at Birmingham. 

Birmingham, Ala., January 21—[Special.]—The pig iron 
market of the Birmingham district has taken on strength. 
The sale of a considerable proportion of the probable make 
for the first quarter of the year before January 1 gave the 
furnace interests much encouragement and then continued 
buying, though in small lots since the turn of the year, has 
had effect. Sales of iron before January 1 were being made 
on a $21 to $21.50 per ton base, No. 2 foundry. Iron now 
sells at $22 per ton, No. 2 foundry, with smaller companies 
asking $22.50 and even $23. Predictions are made that the 
iron prices will go to $25 before the first three months of the 
year are over. Certain grades of iron are scarce with the 
present pace of production. In anticipation of continued de- 
mand, production of iron is being increased. 

The Woodward Iron Company has blown in the No. 3 fur- 
nace at Woodward, making three there and one at Vanderbilt 
in operation. The Sloss-Sheflfield Steel & Iron Company is 
getting the second Sheffield furnace, on the Tennessee river 
in shape and resumption of operations is looked for during 
February. The Alabama Company is pushing up the work of 
relining the No. 1 furnace at’ Gadsden and also the repairing 
of the stoves at that plant with the prospect of getting the 
ironmaker back in commission before the end of February. 
It is not improbable that still another furnace would be war- 
ranted during the coming month, as inquiries are being re- 
ceived steadily and a little iron has been sold for delivery 
into the second quarter. The small-lot buying still pre- 
dominates in the general iron business of this district. How- 
ever, considerable of the iron selling right now is going out 
of the immediate district showing there is need for the prod- 
uct elsewhere. 

The home melt is showing a steady increase. The large 
sized pipe making plants are not only well stocked with busi- 
ness at the start of the year but are getting in more right 
along. The sanitary or smaller-sized pipe and fittings manu- 
facturing concerns are receiving contracts and have warrant 
for steady operation. 

Other smaller interests are taking on business which 
promise to keep labor busy for an indefinite period and at 
the same time require much raw material. An order received 
through a New York agency for 5000 tons of window sash 
weights to be shipped into New York state from the Birming- 
ham district is likely to be followed by further orders. This 
will require the hasty erection of a plant in Birmingham to 
manufacture the weights. The Etowah Foundry and Ma- 
chine Company, a Gadsden company, will supply the sash 
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weights, this product being made from old material, stove 
plate and melting steel. The weights will be shipped in 
sizes ranging from three to 15 pounds each, the first two cars 
to leave this district this week. 

A survey of the steel mills, those manufacturing and finish- 
ing steel product's as well as those fabricating steel, shows 
much activity, with prospects of additional activity in the 
near future. The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Company 
has orders in quantity for rail and other shapes of steel. The 
Gulf States Steel Company has sold much wire and nails 
ahead. The R. I. Ingalls Iron Works Company, structural 
steel and bridge fabricators, have put on a night force and 
are working on a number of specifications. The American 
Steel & Wire Company is turning out large quantities of 
wire and nails and warehouses are far from being filled. 
Other steel fabricating plants have contracts which warrant 
steady operation. 

Cast iron pipe makers have received additional lettings 
this week and are manufacturing their product steadily. 

The scrap iron and steel market is showing more improve- 
ment and quotations are firm. Stove plate, and No. 1 cast 
hold a prominent position in the activity in old material. 

The coke market is about the same as for the past four 
weks. Quotations are low. The production will be started 
up when the demand shows signs of permanent improvement. 
Quotations range from $5 to $6.50 per ton. The coal market 
is also going at the same pace as has been noted for the past 
several weeks.

RAILROADS 


Freight Movement on the Railroads. 


Freight traffic on the railroads during November was the 
heaviest ever known for that month’of the year, according 
to reports filed by them with the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics, Washington, D. C. Traffic amounted to more than 
388.132.000.000 net ton miles, or well nigh 75,000,000 net ton 
miles more than in November of 1922 which had previously 
shown the highest freight record for the month. 

Freight traffic for the first eleven months of 1923 showed 
an increase of nearly 25 per cent as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1922, this rate of gain being unusually 
large, owing to the strikes which prevailed for several months 
in the previous year. 

Loadings of revenue freight during the week ended January 
5 totaled 703,269 cars, according to reports filed by the rail- 
roads with the car service division of the American Railway 
Association, Washington, D. C. This was an increase of 
87.838 cars as compared with the previous. week. Compared 
with the same week of last year it showed a decrease of 
64,027 cars, but compared with the same week two years ago 
it was an increase of over 103,000 cars. Loadings of mer- 
chandise, ete. and of live stock show increases as compared 
with this period of last year; all other loadings show 
decreases, 





Proposed Expenditures for Facilities. 

An expenditure of at least $28,000,000 on the Southern 
Pacific Lines this year is foreshadowed is a report from 
Dallas, Tex., although the company’s budget for 1924 has not, 
it is stated, been completed. Much of this total will be ex- 
pended in Texas and Louisiana. 

A report from Galveston, Tex., quotes T. A. Hamilton, 
president of the International-Great Northern Railroad Co. 
as saying that’ about $3,500,000 will be spent on the system 
during the first eight months of this year for general improve- 
ments and equipment. 

The Missouri, Kansas, Texas System already has plans to 
spend $5,500,000 for equipment and improvements. 

The Virginia Railway & Power Co. of Richmond and Nor- 
folk, Va., proposes to spend $1,300,000 to improve and enlarge 
facilities. About one-half of this aggregate will be used 
between Richmond and Petersburg and the rest between 
Norfolk and Portsmouth. 

The Tennessee Electric Power Co. will spend $160,000 to 
improve tracks and roadbed of the street railway in 
Chattanooga, 


To Operate a Branch Line. 


It is proposed to organize a company and operate the 
Atlanta, Waycross ‘& Northern Railroad which was sold on 
January 3 at St. Mary’s, Ga., part of it being bought in by 
C. S. Johnson and part by a committee. The line is about 12 
miles long and runs westward from St. Mary’s to a connec- 
tion with the Seaboard Air Line at Kingsland,.Ga. It was 
built by Capt. S. Johnson, of St. Mary’s, whose estate is in- 
terested.

Atlanta Bankers and Business Men Expect to Spend 
$25,000 a Year for Farmer-Aid Campaigns. 


Atlanta, Ga—A recent announcement here that Atlanta 





bankers and business men had completed a drive for $15,000 
with which to aid cotton planters of Georgia to secure more 
livestock and to assist in introducing diversified farming, 
was followed by the statement that over $15,000 had been 
secured and that the sum would probably reach $25,000 in 
a few weeks. The drive was made under the auspices of the 
Georgia Association through the Atlanta Clearing House 
Association, the Atlanta Association of Credit Men and the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. 

This campaign is said to be unique in that it is not only 
the first of its kind ever attempted in the United States, and 
the money raised will not be applied directly to aiding the 
farmers of the State, but for the employment of at least three 
field men who will endeavor to create an interest in better 
farming, especially in those counties which have suffered 
most from the boll weevil; it will organize farmers for con- 
certed action and aid in the solution of local problems. It 
is expected that as much as $25,000 will be raised every year 
until such time as the farmers have been placed on a firmer 
financial basis. 

One of the field men will be employed to stimulate interest 
in livestock and diversified crops in co-operation with leading 
bankers and business men, calling mass-meetings at county 
seats for the discussion of pertinent subjects, while another 
will organize leading men of the counties into local organiza- 
tions of the Georgia Association. He will also organize 
bankers for lending money to purchase livestock where neces- 
sary and will see that stock is placed with farmers willing 
to co-operate and aid in promoting local branches of the State 
Dairy Association, Swine Association, Poultry Association 
and other organizations. 

The third field man will be employed to put the machinery 
in motion and keep it moving. He is expected to solve prac- 
tical problems of the community as they arise, such as making 
provision for bonded warehouses, establishing creameries, ete. 

It is stated that this plan of the Georgia Association is 
now an experiment, although it has been tried for three years 
in one county of the State and proved successful. Farmers 
of this county are said to have been heavily in debt because 
of the boll weevil, when the Georgia Association sent an 
expert to organize it. He induced banks-.to lend money on 
livestock and poultry and persuaded farmers to place a cow, 
and hogs and poultry on their farms, with the result that it 
enabled them to live at home and learn to diversify. The 
farmers of this county generally speaking, are now said to 
be out of debt, have food enough to live on and have money’ 
in bank. 


Oklahoma City May Secure Textile Mill. 


Writing the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD with reference to the 
establishment of a textile mill at Oklahoma City, Stanley C. 
Draper, assistant manager of the Oklahoma City Chamber 
of Commerce, says in part: “The plans here for a large 
textile mill are only in the preliminary stages. Our people 
are thoroughly sold to the idea of such an, institution and 
we are working with prominent engineers looking toward 
the establishment of a plant some time in 1924.”

Buys 22,000 Acres in Mississippi County—To Sell 


Small Tracts to Cotton Farmers. 


The purchase of 22,000 acres of fine farming lands in 
Mississippi County, Missouri, comprising the holdings in that 
county of the Hunter Land & Development Co. of Benton, 
Mo., has been consummated by Edward G. Rolwing of St. 
Louis, who plans to divide the property into small tracts and 
sell to cotton farmers. This purpose, it is said, has been 
largely influenced by the demand for cotton growing land 
which has resulted from the migration of Southern cotton 
planters to southeast Missouri to escape the boll weevil. 

The land is adapted to the production of corn, wheat, clover, 
alfalfa and cotton, and is practically all alluvial, having been 
subject to deposits of the Mississippi River prior to the con- 
struction of government levees. 

Mr. Rolwing advises the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD that the 
entire district is supplied with railroads, the six counties 
of southeast Missouri having more mileage than any other: 
district of the United States. It alsa has a large mileage of 
concrete roads and is rapidly building more. He states that 
it is his purpose to place a large amount of the land in cotton 
and build small tenant houses on perhaps each 40-acre tract. 
The tract is now divided into farms of an average of 320 
acres. He has two small saw mills cutting lumber and a 
large force of men building houses and barns. 


Chester Knitting Mills Begin Operations at Rome. 

Rome, Ga., January 19—[Special]—The Chester Knitting 
Mills, manufacturers of high grade children’s hosiery, have 
begun operations in their new mill here. The plant was se- 
cured through the efforts of the local Chamber of Commerce. 

The mill is a branch of Chester Knitting Mills of St. 
Louis, with a number of plants in the Middle West. A 
warehouse was purchased at Rome and remodeled into a 
modern well lighted ‘factory building. Plans have been con- 
sidered for adding the second story. It is possible that a 
finishing plant will also be erected. 

The mill will open with one hundred and fifty employees 
and the proposed extensions will make room for two hun- 
dred additional. 


To Ship Cotton from Gulf Ports to Russia. 

Ifouston, Tex.—Representatives of the All-Russia Textile 
Syndicate of New York, of which Victor P. Nogin is president, 
have recently visited Houston, Galveston and other cities for 
the purpose of arranging cotton shipments direct from Gulf 
ports to Russia. It is understood that the syndicate has 
purchased a large quantity of cotton in New Orleans and the 
first cargo will leave that port for Murmansk in a few weeks. 


Purchase Hosiery Plant at Marietta. 
Marietta, Ga.—The Kenesaw Hosiery Co. of this city has 
been purchased by the Browning Hosiery Mills of Chatta- 
nooga, and plans are being made to enlarge the plant. The 
purchasing company will install 40 new machines and increase 
the capacity to 300 dozen pairs of hose per day. A double 
shift has been added to meet the demand for the product.

CONTRACTS FOR OVER 130 MILES OF 
NORTH CAROLINA ROADS. 


Total Cost Estimated at $4,000,000—Will Award 
$12,000,000 of Work in Next Six Months. 


Raleigh, N. C.—Contracts will be awarded by the State 
Highway Commission at its office in this city on January 
31 for the construction of over 130 miles of roads estimated 
to cost $4,000,000. These projects include the following: 
Eleven and eight-tenths miles in Bertie County; 7.5 miles in 
Camden County, 10 miles in Duplin County, extension of 
secondary type of paving: paving causeway across Bruns- 
wick River in New Hanover and Brunswick counties, 2.25 
miles; extension of paving in Pender County, 13 miles of 
hard surface; grading 2.50 miles in Lee County, and 6.30 
miles in Henderson County. 


Awards will also be made for 6.15 miles in Guilford Coun- 
ty, 6 miles of grading in Richmond County, 7.5 miles of gravel 
surface on Telford base in Ashe County, 16.20 miles of paving 
in Caldwell County, 8 miles of hard surface in Davie Coun- 
ty, 10.1 miles of paving in Henderson County, 8.86 miles of 
macadam in Transylvania County, grading in the same 
county from Lake Toxaway to the State line and 27.70 miles 
of grading in Cherokee County. 

Bids will also be received for building a bridge in Chatham 
County over Deep River, and one in Richmond and Anson 
counties over the Pee Dee River. 

Within the next six months, it is stated that the commis- 
sion will offer to contract upward of $12,000,000 worth of road 
and bridge work which will take up the $65,000,000 author- 
ized for road construction by the General Assembly in 1921 
and in 1923.

Kentucky Executive Recommends Submission of 
$75,000,000 Bond Issue—Would Expend 
$50,000,000 for Good Roads. 


Frankfort, Ky.—In his message to the legislature recently. 
Governor William J. Fields recommended submission by the 
legislature to the citizens of the state for decision by popular 
vote, a proposition to issue $75,000,000 of bonds for various 
purposes, including $50,000,000 for the construction of good 
roads. ‘ ‘ 

The remainder of the issue would be applied as follows: 
Primary and high schools, $5,000,000; white normal schools, 
$2,000,000; colored normal schools, $1,000,000; University of 
Kentucky, $5,000,000; Institute for the Deaf and Dumb, $100,- 
000; Institute for the Blind, $150,000; tuberculosis sanato- 
rium, $350,000; penal, corrective and charitable institutions, 
$5,000,000 ; basic topographic survey and map, $400,000; pub- 
lic debt, $6,000,000. 

In connection with the eonstruction of roads, the Governor 
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stated that an equitable distribution of funds throughout 
the state should be guaranteed. “No section of the state 
should profit at the expense of the other,” he said, “nor should 
any section of the state suffer for the benefit of another.” 
He recommended that funds be distributed among the coun- 
ties on a basis of fifty per cent on road mileage and fifty per 
cent on taxable assets. . 


Missouri Invites Bids to Build 40 Miles of Roads 
and Nine Bridges. 


Jefferson City, Mo., January 19—[Special.]—Sealed pro- 
posals will be received until January 29 by the State High- 
way Commission for the construction of nearly 40 miles of 
roads and nine bridges, the projects to be located in a number 
of counties. They are as follows: About one mile of earth 
grade in Putnam County, 3.3388 miles of gravel in Knox 
County, 1.450 miles of gravel in Pike County and 2.5 miles 
of gravel in Ralls County.

Lumber Movement Active Again. 


Washington, January 17.—An increase in the lumber 
movement of the country is indicated in reports received by 
the National Lumber Manufacturers Association for the week 
ending January 12 from 380 of the larger commercial saw- 
mills of the country. As compared with revised reports 
from 357 mills of the preceding week, production increased 
59.468,384 feet, shipments 44,459,801 feet and orders 80,161,- 
096 feet. 

The 131 reporting mills of the West Coast Lumbermen’s 
Association and the 132 reporting mills of the Southern Pine 
Association show an increase in unfilled orders on hand from 
753,400,623 feet of the preceding week to 791,216,026 feet 
for the week ending January 12. 

For all the above mills, being those of the 7 regional asso- 
ciations making comparable weekly reports, shipments were 
104 per cent and orders 129 per cent of production. For the 
Southern Pine Association mills these percentages were 107 
and 132, and for the West Coast mills 96 and 119. Most of 
the mills have a normal production for the week, according 
to which actual producton was 85 per cent, shipments 89 per 
cent, and orders 112 per cent.

The West Coast Lumbermen’s Association wires from Seat- 
tle that production for last week of 131 mills was 90,889,452 
feet, sales 107,753,174 feet and shipments 87,400,898 feet. 
Production for reporting mills was 1 per cent above normal, 
new business was 19 per cent above production, and _ ship- 
ments were 19 per cent below new business. 

Actual figures indicate that for 1923 as a whole, shipments 
of the 7 associations reporting comparably all three items— 
eut. shipments and orders—to the National Lumber Manu- 
facturers Association were 110 million feet or 9 per cent 
helow reported production, compared with 292 million feet 
or 2.7 per cent by which shipments were below production 
in 1922. 

Allowing 5 per cent of the total production for the lumber 
at the sawmills which is disposed of through local sales and 
local use, burned, charged to factories for remanufacture. 
ete., total disposals of lumber in 1923 were about 500 million 
feet or 4 per cent in excess of reported production, compared 
with 258 million feet or 2.4 per cent by which total disposals 
in 1922 exceeded reported production for the year. 

The year 1923 shows orders below shipments by about 445 
million feet or 3.6 per cent for the seven associations that 
have reported comparably all three items during the year, 
compared with shipments below orders in 1922 of 273 million 
feet or 2.5 per cent, for the same seven associations.

Forest Experiment Substation at Berea, Ky. 

The Appalachian Forest Experiment Station has _ estab- 
lished, in cooperation with the University of Kentucky, a 
substation at Berea, Ky., for carrying out some of its activi- 
ties, announces the Forest Service of the Agricultural De- 
partment. Forest conditions at Berea are typical of the en- 
tire western Cumberland region of Kentucky. In addition, 
some of the best forest areas in the mountains of the South- 
east are near Berea, and many of the forest tracts avail- 
able have not been burned over within the last two or three 
decades. 

In the sample plot work established to determine the 
proper method of cutting to be used in this section, 29 
species were recorded with diameters of over four inches in 
plots of only a few acres in extent, while in the smaller-sized 
classes many more were found. Following a heavy cutting 
of about 35 years ago and repeated again 15 years later, 
large amounts of sugar maple, dogwood, and other species 
of lesser importance became established immediately and 
have now reached fuelwood stage. The various sample plots 
which have now been established include nearly 8 acres. 
Each plot is as large as the broken topography and stand 
conditions permit.

Special Design of Paving Machine. 

For city paving work where a large capacity machine 
is desired the Koehring Company, of Milwaukee, Wis., has 
developed a special design of head frame on its No. 21-E 
paver. The uprights supporting the sheaves through which 
the charging skip cables run are bolted and hinged so that 
after the bolts are removed the upper framework may be 
tipped back by the skip hoist clutch, thus reducing the 
height of the machine which allows it to pass under low 
telegraph wires and other overhead obstructions. 

The minimum height from the ground when the paver is 
equipped with this special frame is 10 feet 91%4 inches with
